Optimism for trade prospects in 1934, which 
is the note that is being sounded by British 
industries, receives a further fillip in the news 
that the tinplate industry has created a 
‘‘ record’ during 1933. The output of tins 
for the cánned food industry has reached 
approximately 120,000,000. Yet, ten years ago, 
this branch of the tinplate industry practi- 
cally did not exist. 

In 1923 the requirements of the seven 
canned food factories, which were the only 
ones of any important size in Britain, were 
supplied almost entirely by cans imported 
from Germany and Belgium. In 1938, eighty- 
two canning factories have drawn ninety- 
three per cent. of their supplies of tins from 
manufacturers at home. 

While it has to be borne in mind that the 
requirements of British canning factories re- 
present only a small percentage of the output 
of the British tinplate industry, the past year 
has seen a remarkably beneficial change to the 
industry as a whole. Figues of tinplate (sheet) 
exports from the United Kingdom, of course, 
are not yet available for the complete year. 
At the end of the third quarter of 1935, 
however, £2,019,000 of tinned sheets had been

It was 
here that Thomas Reynolds, the informer, 
Was sworn in during 1797. His treacherv 
soon manifested itself, and a warrant was 
issued against the members of the society 
and handed to William Swan, a Justice of 
the Peace, for execution against them. He 
privately watched the house during the | 
night, and in the morning called with | 
twelve sergeants. Bond and fourteen of 
his friends, who were assembled in a back 
room of the house, were taken into 
custody. Bond was tried and condemned to 
death, but a conditional pardon was | 
granted to him. He died of an apoplectic | 
fit in Newgate. .

| DEATH OF MR. JOSEPH DEVLIN. 


IRISH NATIONALIST 
LEADER. 


FIFTY YEARS IN ACTIVE 
POLITICS.

He had been in failing health for some 
time, but was sufficiently recovered to attend 
the funeral of his great friend, Mr. Vincent 
Devoto, last week. However, he broke down 
on that occasion, and was removed to the 
nursing home, where death took place at 
10 a.m. yesterday. 

The last of the outstanding leaders of the 
old Irish Nationalist Parliamentary Party, 
Mr. Joseplr Devlin had a remarkable career. 
He was. in the fullest sense of the word, a 
Born in Belfast in 1870, at 
humble parents, he received his education In 
the schools of the Christian Brothers, but left 
school at the early age of eleven and ob- 
tained employment as a grocer’s assistant, 
occupation for nearly ten 
But the boy had ambitions, and

When 
Mr. Sexton attended a meeting of the 
Debating Society he was astonished to find the 
chairman a youth of sixteen, with a rare gift 
of oratory. It was Joseph Devlin, who from 
that momeut entered on a political career. He 
devoted himself whole-heartedly to the in- 
terests of his party, winning the utmost col- 
fidence of his leaders and. above all, develop- 
ing extraordinary capacities as an organiser. 


FIRST AMERICAN TOUR. 


When the Nationalist Party was reunited 
alter the Parnell split, Devlin was chosen by 
the leaders to embark on the first of his four 
visits to America. Coming to that continent 
as an unknown man—he was not then in Par- 
liament—he left behind a deep impression, 
not only among the Irish race there, 
but among Americans of all races. He 
was still in America when the general elec- 
tion took place in 1902, and he was returned 
as M.P. for North Kilkenny. in the next 
three. years he made some reputation in the 
House of Commons, but his chief services were 
in conNection with the United Irish League in 
Great Britain, the control of which Was en- 
trusted to him. Here, again, his exceptional 
abilities as an organiser were again demon- 
strated, and he was transferred to Dublin as 
General Secretary of the League, a post which 
he retained until its dissolution in 1921. Mean. 
time the Nationalist Party was determined to 
make another attack on West Belfast, and in 
1906 Mr. Devlin, after an exciting contest.

He took the 
liveliest personal interest in the welfare of 
the men, and organised welfare committees 
to keep them supplied with comforts at the 
Front. Later he spent endless time and 
attention safeguarding the interests of the 
ex-Service men. 


THE ULSTER QUESTION. 


As the years passed, however, and no 
Home Rule Bill was placed on the Statute 
Book, the Irish people lost interest im the 
Irish Party, and in the years from 1914 
onward Mr. Devlin had a difficult part to 
play. The “ Ulster Question’’ was much 
on the horizon, with Mr. Devlin naturally 
figuring prominently as representative ol 
West Belfast. The raising of the '' National 
Volunteers’’ and the righ Volunteers ” 
led to arms getting into the hands of the 
people, and the young- men of the country 
began drilling and marching in ever-growing 
numbers. Mr. Redmond, with Mr. Devlin 
and their supporters, attempted to control 
the Volunteers, but control passed rapidly 
into the hands of the Sinn Fein leaders, and 
culminated in the Rebellion of 1916. The 
Rebellion was crushed, but marked the 
break-down of Dublin Castle rule, and an 
attempt’ was made to bring the Home Rute 
Act into operation by an agreed settlement, 
and the Irish Convention was set 5’ and 
held its first meeting in the Regent House, 
Trinity College, in ie, 1917. The Conven- 
tion was still sitting when Mr. Redmond 
was’ seized with his last illness and died in 
March, 1918, and shortly afterwards the 
Convention dissolved, without reaching a 
settlement. The failure of the Convention 
killed the interest of the majority of 
the Irish people in the Home Rule movement, 
and in the general election of December, 
1918, the old party was virtually wiped out of 
Captain William Redmond and 
alone of the Nationalists 

seats with the six 
Northern Nationalist members who were 
returned by agreement. The next few 
years were marked by untiring activity by 
Mr. Devlin in Westminster. He was con- 
stant in attendance and indefatigable in his 
work, the activities of the Auxiliary forces 
in Ireland providing him with material 
with which to assail the Govern- 
ment of the day. He was 4a 
stormy petrel and created many scenes, 
one of which culminated in his suspension 
from the House. Notwithstanding the force 
of his attacks, however, there was no more 
popular member at Westminster, and when 
on his feet he invariably had a good House. 
This was a marked tribute to his skill as a 
speaker and his nimble wit in debate 

In 1922 he lost his seat, West Belfast 
having been merged in the greater Falls 
Division. In the meantime, the Northern 
Parliament had been set up, but Mr. Devlin 
and his Nationalist colleagues declared a boy- 
cott of that institution, and for years they 
pursued a policy of abstention. Eventually 
the boycott was withdrawn, and Mr. Devlin, 
with his party, entered the Northern Parha- 
ment, where he played a prominent part in 
debates affecting the Nationalist and Roman 
Catholic members of the community. He was 
again returned to Westminster as member for 
Tyrone, but, with failing health, he was not 
as prominent as in previous years. 


ATTITUDE TO STORMONT, 


Mr. Devlin continued to be a member of 
the Parliament of Northern Ireland and a 
very keen critic of the policy of the Northern 
Government. His speeches always have been 
noted for the defence of Nationalist matters 
in the Six Counties. He figured prominently 
in the news when, after a conference with 
his colleagues in the Northern Parhament, 
they adopted an abstentionist policy on the 
opening of the new Government Buildings at 
Stormont. This abstention continued until 
after the recent general election, when the 
Nationalist members occupied their seats 
again, 
undergoing treatment in a nursing home in 
the South of England, and, therefore. did 
not take part in the election campaign !n 
Central Belfast. He recovered somewhat, and 
returned to Belfast a few weeks ago. He 
attended the funeral of Mr. Vincent Devoto, 
D.L., in Belfast, on Wednesday, 10th 
January. Two days later he became ill. and 
was removed to a Belfast nursing home. 

Nothing can better describe Mr. Devlin 
than the portrait painted of him by the late 
I. P. O'Connor, his great friend and col- 
league. ‘‘ There rose from the Irish benches 
a tiny little man,” wrote Mr. O'Connor, 
describing a debate in the House of 
Commons. ‘‘ The head is large and striking; 
the face, clean-shaven, boyish, suggests 
strength of mind and of temperament, but 
at a distance you might well have thought 
you were about to listen to an _ inspired 
schoolboy who had never grown up. Nor, 
though the voice is powerful; is the accent 
such as to win the ear; for it has all the 
hardness of the accent of Belfast. A few 
minutes elapse, and you suddenly realise that 
there is flowing a great, broad, fierce 
stream of passionate, eloquent words.” Mr. 
O'Connor. recognised two personalities in 
Mr. Devlin—‘‘ The public man has the stern 
spirit of the Ulsterman, fearless courage. the

N the Irish Free State Senate yesterday, 

| the discussion on the Committee Kid 

of the Workmen's Compensation Bill, 
1933, was resumed. 

Sir EDWARD COEY BIGGER moved an 
umendment for the insertion of a new section 
making provision for medical attendance being 
a first charge on compensation awarded, He 
said that a medical man could be called to 
attend an urgent case at any time of the day 
or night, and had no option tut to go. He 
did not, and could not, ask who was respon- 
sible for his fees. ‘The solicitor employed in 
such cases was sure of his fees, and the same 
should be true of medica] men. 

Mr. DOWDALL said that he thought that 
the Minister should consider the amendment 
Insurance companies when com- 
ing to a settlement took the doctor’s fee into 
consideration, and he would like to see the 
Minister go some way towards adopting the 
proposal. 

Mr. JOHNSON said that he thought it 
would be unjust to deduct from the compen- 
sation of a man getting from 16s, to 22s, per 
week the amount due for doctors’ fees. 

Mr. MILROY supported the amendment, 
and said that he did not see how it could be 
resisted, but suggested that it should be re- 
drafted for the Report stage. 

Dr. GOGARTY said that about 80 per cent. 
of these cases were setáled out of court. Only 
one in forty patients paid the doctor's fees, but 
the insurance companies quoted a rate to cover 
their. maximum potential losses, which in- 
cluded doctors’ fees. 

Mr. DOUGLAS said that it was desirable 
that a considerable number of these cases 
should continua to be settled ont of court. 
He thought the amendment was worthy of 
further consideration. This was a step for- 
ward towards increasing compensation. 

Sir E. COEY BIGGER said that with the 
leave of the House he would withdraw his 
amendment, and introduce it on the report 
stage. 


MINISTER'S REPLY. 


Mr. LEMASS, Minister of Industry and 
Commerce, said there was no justif cation for 
the proposal, as medical men could recover 
their fees the same as ca y one else. 

After further discussion, Mr. LEMASS 
said that while a man was incapacitated, and 
was awaiting the payment of his compensa- 
tio-, he might have to contract debts with 
his grocer, butcher, and baker, as well as 
his doctor. He thought that the worker 
should be allowed to decide for himself in 
what order his bills should be paid. Of 
course the doctor should be paid, but if 
there was any argument in favour of makin 
special provision for the payment of his bill, 
there was a case that all the debts of the 
worker should be paid out of the compensa- 
tion paid to him. 

Sir E. COEY BIGGER said that the 
amendment had been introduced for the pur- 
pose of remedying a defect in the former 
Acts, but in the hope of getting greater 
unanimity he would withdraw it, and bring 
forward another on the report stage. 

The amendment was then by leave with- 
drawn. 


PERMANENT DISFIGUREMENT. 


Mr. JOHNSON (for Mr. O'Farrell) moved 
the insertion of a new section, providing for 
the payment of compensation up to the sum 
of £100 for permanent disfigurement due to 
injary resulting from an accident within the 
meaning of the Act, this sum to be in addition 
to any other payment to which the worker 
might be entitled. A person, he said, might 
recover his full working capacity after an 
accident, and yet be so disfigured that he or 
she might find it difficult or impossible to 
secure employment. 

Mr. COMYN considered that, except for 
loss of beauty, all cases of disfigurement from 
accident were already covered by the Act. 
The loss of an eye had always been a matter 
for compensation, and, even the loss of a 
tooth, was considered in the nature of maim- 
ing and as rendering a man ‘“‘‘less able to 
fight.” 

Sir JOHN KEANE said that he did not 
think the amendment could possibly affect 
any class of workers except, perhaps, loavestit 
servants. Very few other workers were in 
any way handicapped by mere personal dis- 
figurement, and the proposal was too compre- 
hensive. : 

Mr. LEMASS said that the object of the 
Act was to provide compensation for the loss 
of earning power. Compensation was already 
payable for any disfigurement resulting in 
such loss, and there was no necessity to 
amend the Act to secure it. Such disfigure- 
ment as would reduce the chance of getting 
employment was always taken into account in 
the assessment of compensation. That was a 
question of fact to be decided hy the Court, 
and, if necessary, a worker could go back to 
the Court and ask to have the award reviewed 
in the event of disfigurement preventing his 
getting employment. 

The amendment was, by leave, withdrawn, 

Mr. JOHNSON (for Mr. O'Farrell) then 
moved the insertion of a new section provid- 
ing that, in addition to any other compensa- 
tion payable, a worker should be entitled to 
artificial limbs (where rendered necessary by 
the nature of the accident), and the employer 
should maintain such limbs in good order 
and repair. 

Mr. COMYN said that he thought it unrea- 
sonable that an employer should be made re- 
sponsible for the maintenance, for instance, of 
a wooden leg in good order and repair. Any 
award took into consideration the necessity of 
providing artificial limbs. 

Mr. LEMASS said that everyone would 
agree that the lot of the disabled worker 
should be ameliorated in every possible way, 
but a reasonable attitude should be observed. 
An employer was not invariably a big cor- 
poration to whom expense was not an object. 
He had heard a case in which the employer 
was a small farmer, and had a worker who 
was killed. The payment of compensation 
proved such a burden on the small farmer that 
he had eventually to give his farm to the son 
of the dead worker and go to work himself 
for wages with the son. The liability of an 
employer should always be assessed in cash— 
not in cash, plus an undefined liability, as 
suggested in this amendment. 

Mr. JOHNSON said that the Minister’s 
illustration was simply an argument for com- 
pulsory insurance by employers. 

The amendment was lost 
division. 


UNEMPLOYMENT BENEFIT. 


Senator MILROY moved an amendment to 
the effect that where an injured workman 
was also in receipt of unemployment benefit 
any order ui the case should be re-considered 
by the Court. He pointed out that a man 
who had been receiving partial disablement 
benefit, and who subsequently obtained em- 
ployment and lost it, would be entitled to 
re-apply for full injury benefit, but not to 
receive also unemployment benefit, although 
he had been contributing to the unemploy- 
ment insurance scheme. 

Senator COMYN asked what was the Court 
to re-consider. In what light was it to re- 
consider the order’ Did Senator Milroy 
want the judge to redvce the benefit? The 
amendment gave the judge authority to re- 
consider the order, but not to do anything. 

Mr. LEMASS said that a person could not 
get unemployment benefit unless he was 
available for and ‘capable of work and 
genuinely seeking it. If he was doing that, 
he could not be eligible for incapacity pay- 
ment. Compensation on the basis of total 
incapacity to work ceased when the man 
became eligible to draw unemployment 
benefit. 

Mr. COMYN said that the section might 
have the effect of causing a man not to seek 
work. He suggested that Senator Milroy 
might alter his amendment to the effect that 
compensation should not cease altogether, 
but only to the extent of the unemployment 
benefit. : | 

'The amendment was by leave withdrawn. 

In reply to Senator Milroy, the MINISTER 
said that it was considered more 
advantageous for a man over fifty years of 
age to have a weekly payment rather than 
to be able to have his compensation redeemed 
by the payment of a lump sum

MAKING OF AGREEMENTS, 


In connection with the making of agree- 
ments as to compensation, Mr. JOHNSON 
(for Mr. Duffy) moved as an amendment 
that a workman who was a party to such 
an agreement should state whether he was 
or was not a member of a trade union. 


He thought it important that a trade union 


Mather left for the South of England, where should be apprised of the fact that a 


member was making an agreement, so that

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they could take any steps necessary to safe- 


guard his interests. It was being made com- 
pulsory to have it stated whether the worker 
was an insured person, and, as in the near 
future, there would be only one health 
insurance society, whilst there would 

several trades unions, it was essentia! that 
the unions which had special departments 
with questions of compensation 
should be notified of agreements being made. 

Mr. LEMASS (Minister for Industry and 
Commerce) said that, before being registered, 
all agreements would be examined by the 
Court Registrar, and, if he were not 
satisfied, he could have them submitted to 
the Circuit Court Judge for revision. Health 
insurance societies had a pecuniary interest 
as a rule in the payment of compensation 
for accidents, but trades unions had no 
financial interest in them, and he thought 
that, for various reasons, it would be a 
dangerous innovation to accept the principle 
in the amendment. 

The amendment was withdrawn. 

Another amendment, also withdrawn, 
sought to have agreements as to compensa- 
tion made subject to revision within six 
months of registration, on the ground that 
the sum payable was insufficient. The bill 
already provided for the cancellation of 
agreements if it were proved that they had 
been obtained by fraud, undue influence or 
other improper means. 

Mr. LEMASS said it would be undesirable 
from the workman’s point of view to have 
agreements subject to revision or cancellation 
at such an advanced stage as six months from 
the date of 2 SAN If they were to be 
open to cancellation on the ground that the 
sum payable was insufficient, they would also 
have to be open to cancellation on the ground 
that the sum was excessive. 

A new section, standing in the name of the 
Minister for Lands and Fisheries, was ac- 
cepted, providing for the repayment to trades 
unions, at the discretion of the Court, of 
money lent to the workman between the date 
of the accident and the payment of com- 
pensation. 


WEEKLY ALLOWANCES. - 
Mr. FARREN (for Mr. Foran) moved an 


amendment providing that the maximum 
weekly allowance payable to incapacitated 
workmen be 35s. instead of 30s. as provided 
in the bill. He said the amendment affected 
the better off workma:. or tradesman with 
larger domestic responsibilities. It would be 
a reactionary step to reduce the maximum 
to 50s. in the cases of men who had been in 
receipt of £4 or £5 weekly and upwards in 
wages. 

Mr. LEMASS said that the amendment 
had given rise to considerable discussion 
already in both Houses. He thought that 
the case for effecting the change had been 
very clearly and fully put already. 

The proposals in that bill were as generous 
as, and in many cases more generous than, 
those of any other European country, pro- 
ceeded Mr. Temass. He went on to quote 
figures showing that the Free State worker 
was much more generously treated than the 
worker injured in Great Britain. 

Mr. FORAN said that the bill, instead of 
improving the position of the injured worker, 
worsened it. The Free State scale was below 
those in New Zealand, Australia and in the 
United States. 

Mr. JOHNSON said that, in view of the 
purchasing power to-day, they should make 
the figure 34s., to compare with £1 under the 
1906 Act. They were giving only 30s. The 
proportion of workmen in this country re- 
ceiving 30s. and Jess per week was very much 
greater than the proportion in Great Britain. 

The House divided on the amendment to 
substitute 35s. for 30s. in the bill, and the 
amendment was defeated by 18 votes to 7. 

The Committee stage of the Workmen's 
Compensation Bill, 1934, was concluded,

LABOUR T.D. CRITICISES 
GOVERNMENT.

A sequel to the recent letter from the 
Department of Local Government, informing 
the Wicklow County Council that their re- 
solution granting four weeks’ grace, within 
which ratepayers could pay the first moiety 
of the current rates, was witnessed yes- 
terday, when upwards of forty farmers at- 
tended: as a deputation to the Wicklow 
County Council. 

Mr. E. J. Byrne, their spokesman, said 
that, in spite of the Council’s resolution, 
certain rate collectors had brought their 
members into Court, and the firat they knew 
of it was when they read the report in the 
local Press. They asked ‘for consideration, in 
view of their financial straits. 

Mr. Diver, for the depnatation, suggested 


seeking Government permission to raise the 


second moiety of the current rates by a 
loan, so as to stimulate farmers to a greater 
effort, and enable them to pay their 
labourers. 

Mr. M. Kinsella said that he was a mem- 
ber of an organisation that stood, and would 
continue to stand, behind the Government in 
the economic war; but. if the Council and 
the Government realised that the farmers 
were at the end of their tether, they would 
accord them some consideration and relief. 

The Chairman (Mr. €. M. Byrne) said 


“that he stood absolutely behind the Govern- 


mant in their present policy; that it was the 
right policy for the country, and, if he 
thought there was any attempt at a cam- 
paign against payment of rates, he would be 


utterly opposed to it; but he was satisfied 


there was no such campaign in the county, 


and for that reason he felt that the Council 


were justified in having granted the period 
of grace, which tho Government had stated 
was ultra vires. 

Mr. J. Everett, T.D. (Labour), said he 
wanted to protest against the insult that had 
been given the Council by that letter from the 
oficials of the Local Government Department. 
The Councillo’s knew as much about the con- 
dition of the people as an official sitting in 
Dublin drawing his £1,200 a year salary. The 
farmers were in the front line of the trenches 
in the economic war, and the labourers, too, 
were making sacrifices, and if that fact was 
not recognised by the Government and their 
officials they should be made consider it. If 
a Counci, elected from the people were not 
empowered to give the ratepayers and poor 
people a fortnight’s grace then they should 
not be there at all. He asked the Council 
to stand tcgether in defending what little 
rights they possessed. The Government, 
through their officials, should recognise that 
there was an economic war on. 

‘If we have not power to give ratepayers 
a fortnight’s grace,’’ concluded Mr. Everett, 
‘‘then throw the whole administration over; 
let an official of the Department come down, 
and then Í guarantee to him that he will 
not have the credit of collecting 45 per cent. 
of the first moiety, and I will not take dicta- 


tion from General O'Duffy, Mr. McCarron, 


or the eS ’  (Applause.) 

Mr. J. P. O'Donnell said the crux of the 
osition was that the Government was to 
ame. Their Deputies should put forward 
the position in the Dail, ard, if the Govern- 
ment did not mect them, then they should 
vote against them. 

Mr. J. J Bourne said a lot of the systems 
adopted by the Government had been adopted 
in a haphazard way For instance, the 
bounty system was absolutely wrong, 
and only the exporters drew the bene- 
fits intended for the farmers. He would 
favour awarding the bounties by way of 
relief of rates or bounties to farmers for 
tilling or other system. 
reaped the benefit of the fixed price for oats; 
for, if oats could not be cleared by ordinary 
channels, the surplus would re-act against 
the ensuing harvest prices, 

On the Chairman’s suggestion it was 
decided to send a deputation representing 
the Council and the farmers to lay the 
arguments before the Ministers for Agricul- 
ture and for Local Government, in order to 
seek relief.

MENTALHOSPITAL 
ESTIMATES. 


INCREASE ' IN 
PATIENTS. 


T’ a meeting of the Grangegorman and 
Portrane Menta! Hospitals Committee 
yesterday, the Finance Committee’s re- 

port and draft estimates for 1934-35 were 
adopted, on the motion of Mr. Andrew W. 
Cullen, who is Chairman of the Committee. 

It was recommended that the net demand 
to be made on the contributing Councils for 
the year should be £151,766, a decrease of 
£13,559 on the estimates for last year. 

The reduction was largely due to the fact 
that no charges were made against the Louth 
County Council in 1933-34, as they had in- 
timated that their patients would be removed 
to Ardee Mental Hospital by March ólst, 
1933; as a matter of fact, no patients had 
been removed up to 30th September, 1935. 
A sum of about £12,000 will be payable by 
County Louth in respect of the current year, 
which would otherwise have been. charged 
against Dublin City and the Counties of 
Dublin and Wicklow. 

The prices of meat and potatoes, stated 
the report of the Finance Committee, had 
fallen considerably, resulting in a saving in 
the expenditure of the institution. - Con- 
tracts for German house and steam coals had 
been placed at favourable prices. These 
factors resulted in a credit balance of £19,964 
being brought into the estimates for 1934-35. 


INCREASE IN PATIENTS. 


Last year’s estimate of admissions at 
3,480 patients proved to be a serious under- 
estimate, as the average number in residence 
(during the first eight months of 1933) was 
3,548, and this average will be substantially 
increased when calculated over the whole of 
the financial year. This year the estimates 
are based on an average of 3,660 patients in 
residence. : 

The number of fresh admissions during 


1932-33 amounted to 1,138, an increase of 158 


on the admissions of the two previous years. 
There were 51 fewer deaths in the institu- 
tion during 1933 than in either of the two 
preceding years. 

In the estimates there is an increase of 
£1,000 for salaries and wages. Reductions 
in the cost of other services amount to 
£3,060. There was a reduction of £300 in 
revenue, due to lower prices for farm pro- 
duce and pigs. 

A comment on the fact that the hospital’s 
dairy herd is now J.B. free is made in the 
Chairman’s statement, which adds that the 
cost of production of T.B. free milk is 
Is. 4d. per gallon, almost double that of 
ordinary milk, |

COST OF MAINTENANCE,

Voyle, showed that the yearly cost of main- 
tenance of patients in Grangegorman in 1931-

this figure was £7 16s. 3d. per head higher 


than in the average cost of maintenance in { 


the other mental hospitals in the Free State. 

On the other hand, receipts from paying 
patients in Grangegorman amounted to £6 
19s. 7d. per head, as against £3 3s. in the 
other mental hospitals. This reduced the 
difference in the cost of maintenance to £4 
13s. 3d. in the annual cost of upkeep.

PUBLIC ASSISTANCE 
COSTS £16,700 WEEKLY.

The returns relating to public assistance 
given under the Poor Law in the Irish Free 
State during last November have just been 
issued, 


They show that the total number 
of _ men, women and children in 
receipt . of public assistance on the 


last Saturday of that month was 150,245. 
This was 6,630 more than for the previous 
month, and 18,130 more than on the corres- 
ponding day of 1932. The total was equiva- 
nm to 50.1 per 1,000 of the estimated popula- 
ion. | 

The number of persons in receipt of home 
assistance was 151,326, or 6,110 more than for 
the previous month, and 17,554 (3,502 men, 
5,072 women and 8,980 children) more than 
on the corresponding day of 1932. 

The average cost of home assistance was 
£16,765 per week, or £403 per week higher 
than the previous month, and £1,708 higher 
per week than in November, 1932. 

The numbers on home assistance in Dublin 
City and County were 25.3 of the total on 
home assistance. ' 

The figures already given relate only to 
persons who were receiving home assistance 
or were maintained in county homes, hospi- 
tals, extern institutions or by Poor Law 
authorities. 

Persons receiving medical relief only at 
dispensaries, sick persons attended in their 
own homes by dispensary officers, and 
patients in public mental hospitals are not 
included. 

Out of a total of 131,326 persons in receipt 
of home assistance in the whole Free State 
33,179 are in Unions of Dublin City and 
County.

One by one, she is penetrating 
the markets of the other Great Powers 
with her cheap goods ; and this commercial 
challenge is alienating many Governments 
that could not be enlisted against her 
by their obligations under the League 
Covenant. 


Change and Loss. 

With the passing of Mr. Joseph Devlin 
one of the last of the old Irish leaders 
has gone. Although Mr. Devlin was not 
an old man, a whole epoch seemed to 
separate him from those who now are in 
charge of affairs in Nationalist Ireland. 
The general election of 1918, which 
virtually annihilated the old Irish Party, 
smashed a tradition. From that time 
onward the politicians of the old 
school who remained in public life seemed 
to be ghosts from the past, listening rather 
sadly to the aggressive self-assurance of 
the younger men, and watching the course 
of post-war events in Ireland with a 
sort of puzzled sympathy. Mr. Devlin 
took an active part in the politics of

when his speeches at Westminster were 
among the best of their day—he seemed 
to be cramped by the narrowness of his 
new sphere. If he was not a great states- 
man, he was an exceedingly able 
politician, whose personal attributes made 
him popular not only with his political 
associates, but eyen with his bitterest and 
most fanatical opponents. With the excep- 
tion of the late Mri T. M. Healy, he was, 
perhaps, the most caustic critic in the 
House of Commons; but, although he was 
noted for the severity of his wit, his sallies 
never left a sting. In this respect he 


differed widely from the politicians of the 


younger school who assumed control of 
affairs in Ireland after the War. Although 
an intense Nationalist, he never was 
parochial in his outlook. He could be the 
personal friend of a man whom he might 
attack vehemently in Parliament; and 
Viscount Craigavon’s sincere tribute will 
be endorsed by everybody with whom Mr. 
Devlin came into contact in the course of 
his long career as a politician. The old 
Parliamentary Party had its faults, but it 
had many virtues. Only after twelve years 
of native government Irishmen are begin- 
ning to realise that the older men had 
a code of conduct and a political 
philosophy which are sadly lacking 
among the men of to-day; and Ireland 
very definitely is the poorer for the 
change. Joseph Devlin epitomised the 
qualities and the failings of Irish politics a 
generation ago. On balance, the ‘good 
humour, the kindliness and the breadth of 
outlook outweighed the occasional extrava- 
gances; and the men who are governing 
our island to-day have much to learn from 
the example of one who was at the same 
time an ardent patriot and a man of the 


world, 


Postal Progress. 


One of the advantages which Northern 
Ireland enjoys by virtue of her continued 
union with Great Britain is the use of the 
British postal system—by general consent, 
one of the best of its kind in the world. 
Sir Kingsley Wood, the Postmaster- 
General, addressed the members of the 
Belfast Chamber of Commerce yesterday, 
and gave an excellent account of his 
stewardship. This year: the British Post 
Office, having paid all interest on capital 
and the like, has a net surplus of more 
than £11,000,000, which is the largest 
surplus on record. The telegraph service 
still is being conducted at a slight loss ; 
but telephones are paying their way, 
and Sir Kingsley Wood hopes that 1934 
will prove to have been a “' record”’ tele- 
phone year. All sorts of improvements are 
being made, including the abolition of 
delays in the matter of trunk calls and 
the wide extension of the ‘‘On Demand '' 
plan. Before the end of the present year 
Japan probably will be linked by tele- 
phone to Belfast, and in a very few years 
it will be almost as easy to talk to 
Tokyo as it is to talk to Tipperary at the 
moment. During the present year a 
number of innovations will be introduced 
in the telephone system of Northern 
Ireland. Sir Kingsley Wood announced 
that a completely new system shortly 
would be in operation in Belfast and its 
neighbourhood. A central telephone 
exchange is being built; the automatic 
system is being completed, and when the 
Postmaster-General’s plans are carried 
into operation Belfast will be among the 
most modern telephone centres in Europe. 
In the Free State, of course, lack of 
surplus funds is a serious drawback. The 
telephone system in the twenty-six 
counties, in all the circumstances, is sur- 
prisingly good. If Mr. Boland had 
a proportionate share of Sir Kingsley 
Wood’s £11,000,000 at his disposal, it 
would be very much better; but nations, 
like individuals, lie on the beds which 
they have made.

Names in the Navy. 


The naming of ships in the Royal Navy 
follows a system which often enables a 
seaman to infer, from a warship’s mere 
name, not only her class, but her age. 
For instance, destroyers are named accord- 
ing to an alphabetical sequence, and the 
names of all the destroyers of any one 
year’s construction have the same initial.

destroyers, whose names begin with ‘‘G,”’ 
and a flotilla leader, Grenville, that recalls 
‘Flores in the Azores.’’ One of the 
names, Greyhound, was borne by a 200- 
ton warship in 1545. Narwhal, Grampus 
and Seawolf are the new submarines; and 
the new cruisers—Minotaur, Polyphemus 
and Penelope—illustrate the Navy’s 
loyalty to classical mythology. The first 
Minotaur was a 74-gun ship in 1793. A 
Polyphemus served at, Copenhagen and 
Trafalgar; and the latest Penelope will 
be the eighth since 1788. One name, 
indeed, which is new to the Navy's title- 
list, though not new to maritime glory, 
figures in the 1933 programme. The 
Loridonderry, a sloop of 1,045 tons, will 
have a proud tradition of her own.

A NINE-OUNCE GOLD 
GORGET. 


REMARKABLE FIND IN 
CLARE. 


What has been pronounced as a pure gold 
gorget dating from about 700 B.C. was 
recently discovered in the Burren district of 
Clare by a farmer. A relative oí the finder, 
after a cursory examination, declared it was 
‘only the brass mounting of a coffin,’’ and 
the finder threw it into a corner of his home, 
but later decided to show it to District 
Justice Gleeson, who is a member of the 
Society of Antiquaries. The Justice im- 
mediately recognised the find as a pure gold 
gorget of undoubted antiquity. He lost no 
time in getting into communication with Dr. 
A. Muir, M.R.I.A., Keeper of Irish 
Antiquities, Dublin, who arrived in Ennis 
last night, saw the article, and confirmed 
the opinion of District Justice Gleeson. 

‘This gorget,’’ said Dr. Mahr, “is the 
most beautiful find that Clare has produced 
within the last thirty or forty years, and it 
has now been claimed as treasure trove by 
the National Museum.”’ 

Clare has been famous for its find of a 
very large hoard of gold articles, which were 
(liscovered when the Limerick-Ennis railway 
was being constructed in 1 The site 
where this hoard was discovered was in the 
neighbourhood of a stone fort at Moghane, 
Ballykilty, Quin. When three labourers \ere 
removing the stone, which was in their way, 
a large mass of golden articles were found 
under the stone. Unfortunately, there was 
nobody present to advise them as to how 
they should dispose in a scientific manner 
of the articles so found. ‘The articles were 
mostly bought by local jewellers and 
melted down, to the great loss of Irish 
archaeology and kindred studies. 

The Jatest Burren gorget, which is the 
second heaviest in existence, is in a better 
state of preservation than any yet found. 
The bosses are affixed to the crescent-shaped 
collar by means of gold stitching, which is 
particularly well pres@fved, and adds to our 
technical knowledge of the skill of the ancient 
Irish goldsmiths. Until assayed the value 
cannot be stated, but the weight of gold is 
close on nine ounces.

BRITISH NATIONALITY. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Srr,—Much has been written of late upon 
the subject of Saorstat citizenship and 
British nationality. In particular, I refer to 
an article, ‘‘ The Real Ireland,” gauge in 
is 
article stated, in sum, that, upon declaration 
of an Irish republic, all Irishmen abroad 
would suffer” loss of status,” while citizens 
of the Saorstat would become aliens by 
capitis diminutio in every part of the British 
Commonwealth. With respect, 1 consider 
vour view misleading, . It smacks of dog- 
matism in a field already blasted by the most 
acute dissension. | ; ee 
What do the. terms ‘nationality and 
‘‘ citizenship” respectively signify? Every 
person at birth becomes a member beth of 
a political and of a civil society. The 
former determines his nationality or political 
status; the latter determines his civil status 
as a citizen. It is for internal and municipal 
law to decide whether a given individual is 
to be deemed a subject or citizen within a 
State. It is for international law to attach 
to certain individuals a nationality. Citizen- 
ship is the status invested in persons within 
a country; and in the Saorstat only those 
persons are citizens who, otherwise qualified, 
were domiciled in Ireland on the 6th De- 
cember, 1922. It is unlikely, therefore, that 
there are Sao:stat citizens, as your article 
suggested, in Scotland, and a fortion less 
likely that there are such citizens in New 
Zealand. Nationality, on the other hand, is 
the protection accorded, and the obligation 
exacted, by their country from individuals 
absent from that country. It is the great 
arm of the parent State grappling abroad 
after its subjects. So much is clear. 
What is British Nationality? Nationality 
simpliciter hes been explained; but no 
country can attach nationality to its exiles, 
unless it is a scvereign and completely in- 
dependent State Until it is such, it 13 not 
a ‘‘person’’ in international law. There- 
fore, subject to the usual rules, British 
nationality formerly attached to all natives 
and naturalised subjects of the former 
United Kingdom and the Dominions and De- 
pendencies of Great Britain. In the nine- 
teenth century there was certainly no Irish 
nationality. Thus, Lord Clarendon, de- 
clining to yield to the United States an 
arrested Irishman naturalised in the States, 
declared that ‘‘of course the point of alle- 


giance could not be conceded.’’ In 1870 the | 


Irish-American queries on such arrests 
brought the Naturalisation Act, which pri- 
vileged British subjects to expatriate them- 
selves, save to alien enemies. Thence the 
Irish emigrant was no longer *‘ A Britisher ”’ 
in the States. Still, there was yet no Imsh 
nationality. Came 1924, when Professor A. 
Pearce Higgins, of Cambridge, writes : '' For 
some years past the Dominions have received 
special recognition: many of them possess 
flags (sic)... In 1921 Southern Ireland 
was given the position of a self-governing 
Dominion, and in September, 1923, was ad 
mitted to membership of the League of 
Nations . . . That the self-governing Domi- 
nions have acquired something of interna- 
tional personality by reason of their member- 
ship of the League of Nations seems clear 

. . Except for League of Nations proceed- 
ings, it is not believed that any one of 
the self-governing Dominions possesses inter- 
national personality apart from the 
Empire The Professor was indubitably 
right in 1924. 

I. is after 1924 that the extension of the 
term “' British nationality ” must be doubted. 
The Imperial Conference of 1926 adopted 
Lord Balfour’s formula *‘Equality of Status ' 
among the components of the: Empire; and 
the Conference on Dominion Legislation, of 
1929, proceeding from this formula, declared 
that Great Britain and the Dominions were 
‘autonomous communities within — the 
British Empire . in no way subordinate 
to one another in any aspect of their domestic 
or external affairs,” though united by a 
common allegiance to the Crown, and freely 
associated as members of the Commonwealth. 
Here at last we have for the Saorstat such an 
internationa! personality as Professor Higgins 
could not find in 1924. The sovereignty

the Saorstat and each other partner in the 
Commonwealth are not fuil '' persons “in 
international law. It follows that the sub- 
jects of each such member-State partake of 
the peculiar nationality conferred by that 
State. It also follows that we in the Saorstat 
are not at present British subjects or of 
British nationality. It follows, lastly, that 
the nationality we now possess would not be 
altered by a mere change of our international 
or political name from the term “ Free 
State ' to ‘ Republic ; and, since neither 
the Imperial Conferences nor the Statute of 
Westminster prescribes that Commonwealth 
partners must retain either a specific name or 
constitution, so far at all events as our State 
is concerned the declaration of a Republic 
within the Commonwealth could not remove 
us from ths Common vealth Neither would 
it affect lrishmen abroad who wish to remain 
‘* British subjects.’" The declaration of a 
Republic cannot affect persons abroad who 
are already “ British nationals.’’ They re- 
main such, for what this may be worth. 
Similarly Irishmen naturalised in the States, 
as most Irishmen there are, would not be 
affected, and they experience no great dis- 
comfort in revisiting this country annually 
and complying with poh :e regulations. 

In concluding, let me quote the summary 
of the Imperia: Conference, 1930, at page 22: 
‘It is for every member of the Common- 
wealth to define its own nationals, but, so 
far as possible, those nationals should be 
versous possessing Commonwealth status.” 
Vill anyone contend that the ‘‘ common 
status’ must be “ British nationality”’ rather 
than the dual citizenship of the Common- 
wealth and of the separate member-State 
concerned ?

INTERVIEW WITH MINISTER 


Yesterday morning Senator Thomas

Workers’ Union, discussed the stoppage 
with Mr. Sean Lemass, Minister for In- 
dustry and Commerce.

In an interview regarding the statement 
issued by the Irish union, Mr. Sam Kyle, 
Area Secretary, Amalgamated Transport 
and General Workers’ Union, said that he 
would. like the public to understand 
clearly that his union had an agreement 
with the company which presupposed that 
all the workers held membership of the 
union. - The position of the strikers was 
that this agreement had been broken by 
the company. 

He said that he desired to point out that 
the men who left the Amalgamated 
Transport and General Workers’ Union 
and joined the other union did not do so of 
their own free choice, in so far that they 
were offered inducements in order to per- 
suade them to make the change. These 
inducements were full benefit membership 


of the Irish Transport and General 
Workers’ Union. 


OBJECT OF THE STRIKE. 


Mr Kyle went on to state that the 
strike was not for the purpose of forcing 
[rishmen to join an English union, but 
to assert the agreement wit: the company. 
The decision to strike was not taken by 
the union officials, but by tie branch com- 
mittee, the members of which were tram- 
waymen ‘themselves, in consequence of the 
expulsion from the union of four men. 

“The men,” said Mr. Kyle, ' have 


demonstrated by their solidarity to-day 
that they are prepared to abide by the 
decision of their comrades on the Dublin 
branch committee. and. so far as the 
union in Irelan! is concerned, it is pre- 
pared to back the men ii. their bid to 
maintain discipline in the trade’ union 
movement.” 

He added that they regretted the in- 
convenience.caused to the travelling public, 
and hoped that the positior. would soon 
clear. He indicated that the officials of 
the union were entirely satisfied with the 
position and the response, but ‘‘resented 
the attitude of the Irish Transport and 
General Workers’ Union in once more 
breaking the solidarity cf the workers.” 


OMNIBUS WORKERS.

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THE EXPORT 
OF CATTLE. 


FEEDERS AND THE 
- LICENCES. 


AN EARLIER ISSUE 
DESIRABLE. 


-— 


WELL-KNOWN Midland stock-feeder, 
when asked what he thought of the 
arrangement by which cattle-feeders can 
‘obtain export licences on and after 15th 
February, remarked yesterday: ‘‘ There is 
no reason why licences should not be issued 
immediately to feeders. Putting this 
back to the 15th February will be a great 
hardship on feeders, for the reason that 
many feeders have their cattle in the stalls 
since 2nd November last, and have a large 
number ready, and past ready, for export. 
With regard to exporters’ purchases on the 
farms, very few sales have taken place 
since the quota came into operation. Post- 
poning the giving of licences to feeders 
until 15th February is asking them to hold 
on to their cattle for another month, thus 
causing a loss of from £3 to £4 per beast 
in the meantime. 
‘‘Turnips and other home-grown feeding- 
stuffs are running short im the case of 
farmers who expected to get their stall- 
feds sold early in January. In some in- 
stances no sales have been effected, and 
all the cattle put into the stalls will now 
have to be continued on fattening rations 
until such time as the market improves, if 
supplies of fodder can be obtained. In 
such a case, however, there is little chance 
of a profit at present prices.’’ 


DECREASED TILLAGE. 


As far as can be ascertained, many 
farmers contemplate turning their cattle 
immediately out of the sheds; and allow- 
ing them to become stores again, thereby 
losing the benefit of their outlay on crops, 
wages and purchased feeding-stuffs. 


State Government was guided by an 
Advisory Committee which represented 
exporters’ interests only. If the Govern- 
ment or exporters were solicitous about 
the interests of cattle-feeders, he said, 
why not compel those to whom licences 
are given to purchase 50 per cent. of 
last year’s purchases from those they 
bought from last year? 

In his opinion, “ there will be a big 
decrease in the tillage area of those who 
stall-feed cattle, and the responsibility 
will rest upon the Government.”’ 

Kildare and Meath _ stock-feeders 
usually have their fat stock ready for 
sale at this time of year, and they feel 
aggrieved that the issue of licences to 
feeders should be deferred until the 15th 
February. They say that it looks as if the 
arrangement was made under pressure 
from feeders in Wexford and Leix, whose 
stallfeds are not usually ready until Feb- 


ruary. 
THE QUOTA, | 


It is also desired by feeders that: their 
quota be allowed, not on the number of 
cattle in the stalls now, but on the num- 
ber which they exported last year. 
Another question to be considered is— 
Are the licences transferable? 

Store cattle at present are worth a few 
shillings per cwt. more than beef, and 
it has cost at least 10s. per cwt. to pro- 
duce the stallfeds from stores, while it 
takes only grass and hay to produce 
stores. 

A County Meath cattle-feeder, who fed 
thirty beasts, and used to sell them in 
the sheds at home to exporters, had no 
visit from a buyer this season. Conse- 
quently, he took eight of the best cattle 
to the Dublin Market last week, but got 
no bid. He sent them to the lairages at 
Cabra for a week, and offered them again 
at the Dublin Market yesterday, with the 
same result. He is taking them home 
now, and intends tq feed tl.em loose in 
yards, and have them for sale as grass 
beef in June or July. i

HERE has been a good deal of 
curiosity in politica! circles concern- 
jng the visit to Dublin of Mr. James 
Maxton, M.P. for the Bridgeton Division 
of Glasgow, and Mr. J. McGovern, M.P. 
for Sheitleston. According to their own 
statements, their object is to obtain first- 
hand information on the “ Irish ques- 
tion,’’ with a view to forthcoming debates 
in the House of Commons. esterday 
afternoon they spent nearly two hours in 
private conference with ‘President da 
Valera at Government Buildings. 
In an interview subsequently they de- 
clined to disclose the matters discussed 
with Mr. de Valera, indicating that this 
was Mr. de Valera’s wish.

They did not see any of the leaders 
of the Opposition Party in the Dail—with 
the exception of Mr. P. Hogan, former 
Minister for Agriculture, whom they met 
casnally at their hotel.

AA As being guite so complacent 
about our dentures as the old lady 
with only two teeth who praised Providence 
that they were opposite to each other, most 
of us would esteem the loss of an odd tooth 
or so a lesser calamity than permanent 
facial disfigurement. If we happen to be 
workmen with an eye to possibilities of 
compensation, the preference is a sound 
one. | 
For a mere matter of distorted features 
as the result of industrial injury it will be 
useless for the victim to seek compensation, 
unless he can prove that it has affected his 
chance of employment. On the other hand, 
the Senate had it yesterday, on the 
word of no less eminent an authority 
than Mr. Michael Comyn, K.C., during the 
resumed debate on the Committee stage of 
the Workmen’s Compensation Bill, that 
when it is a question of a dislodged tooth 
there is something for the legal gentlemen 
to go to Court and argue about. 


THE FIGHTING MAN. 


‘* A man who loses a tooth,’’ Mr. Comyn 
explained, ‘‘ is maimed,’’ and the Senate, 
thinking of the purpose which these acces- 
sories to the anatomical structure primarily 
serve, tacitly sympathised with the view. 


Senator amplified his point by saying that 
the loss of a tooth was compensatory in 
law, not because it deprived the loser of a 
fundamental part of his table equipment, 
but because it deprived him of an important 
weapon of aggression and defence. In Mr. 
Comyn’s more succinct phrase, ‘‘ it reduces 
his efficiency as a fighting man.” 

As was the case when a similar amend- 
ment was moved in the Dail, Senators as a 
whole, whatever their private views as to 
the hardship that facial disfigurement, 
per se, would entail, were not prepared 
to press the amendment to provide for com- 
pensation in cases of disfigurement after 
Mr. Lemass, the Minister for Industry and 
Commerce, had made it clear that such 
mishaps were covered by the bill whenever 
they would be prejudicial to future employ- 
ment. Even Mr. Johnson, who was Mr. 
O’Farrell’s proxy in moving the amend- 
ment, agreed that he appeared to have no 
case, though, in re the amend- 
ment, he safeguarded himself by hinting 
that it might be heard of again on the 
Report stage. 

Such alactity to accept the Minister’s 
objections was not always displayed by 
critics of the bill. After he had turned a 
withering blast on a proposal of Mr. 
Milroy’s, which would have had the effect 
of making it possible for workmen to be 
in simultaneous receipt of compensation 
and. unemployment benefit, Mr. Lemass 
sat down, with the satisfied air of a 
logician who had left his opponent with 
nothing more to say. “ Is the Minister 
accepting the amendment?’’ murmured 
Mr. Milroy, amid the chuckles of an 
amused House. 


HARMONIOUS SPIRIT. 


Nevertheless, although a considerable 
number of amendments was dealt with 
before the Committee stage was disposed 
of, the sitting passed without a single 
division, and the spirit of harmony which 
marked the opening exchanges suffered no 
reverse. Everyone, indeed, was in the 
most accommodating frame of mind, and 
we even had the unusual spectaele of 
Labour members, whose customary atti- 
tude is that of Jack Cade’s rebels—‘‘First, 
let’s get rid of all the lawyers! ’’—stress- 
ing the importance of workmen consulting 
solicitors before entering into agreements.

In a leading article to-day The Times 
observes :—Ministers who take part in the 
new campaign in support oí the National 
Government must, of course, anticipate in 
some centres the sort of destructive 
hostility, carefully organised and long 
expected, which Mr. Macdonald en- 
countered at Seaham; but they will find 
that the dominant political sentiment 
among the electorate is still a desire for 
constructive action. The feeling is not, 
of course, confined to this country. 
Economic’ embarrassments have led to a 
demand for greater activity by Govern 
ments all over the world. Russia, Italy, 
Germany and the United States have all 
in turn adopted new political methods 
which differ widely in many respects, but 
which are, in each case, the national 
answer to a demand for a Government 
unchallengeable at home, and, therefore, 
unchallengeably representative of its 
people abroad. It is too often forgotten 
that the same kind of demand in this 
country has also been met by new methods ; 
but they are methods of our own, and not 
a mere imitation of some foreign model. 
There are, in effect, adds The Times, 
no more than two main schools of thought 
in British politics to-day. The first in- 
cludes those who believe that the parlia- 
mentary system has responded, and can 
respond, to the new requirements of 
government. “The second includes all those 
who believe that government should be 
entrusted to a semi-permanent executive 
recruited from, and managed by, a party 
clique, and that Parliament should, at 
most, survive to register its decrees, 
Which of these views is right ? 

Even if it were true that parliamentary 
government: were still conducted on 
eighteenth century lines, that would be 
no reason for conducting government on 
first. century lines. As a matter of fact, 


under parliamentary as under any other 
form of government. Nothing is needed 
but the men to take it. The real point 
of difference is that the Executive must

REFUSED LIFEBOAT’S 
AID. 


SHIP’S BOAT CAPSIZES IN 
FIERCE GALE.

at captain and crew of nine of the 
London steamer Oakford (679 tons) 
lost their lives early this morning when 
the boat.in which they were trying to reach 
land was swamped by heavy seas. 
westerly gale was blowing, and there was 
little chance of survival for the men in the 
water. 

The Oakford grounded near the island 
of Texel earlier in the night while on her 
way from Ghent to Delfzij!, on the river. 

Had the captain and his crew accepted 
the offer of the Dutch lifeboat Brandaris 
to take them aboard some hours previously, 
it is probable that all would have been 
saved. 

The skipper of the Oakford was a Hull 
man, Captain James Pellitt ; the crew were 
all from London. 

Soon after the stranding of the Oakford 
the Dutch lifeboats Brandaris and Eier- 
land went out to offer assistance, as it was 
then high water. They succeeded in reach- 
ing her, but the men were not willing to 
leave their ship. The skipper of the Bran- 
daris se wioe g the captain of the Oakford 
that her position was dangerous, and that 
it would become worse with the west wind 
still rising. It was decided, however, not 
to quit the ship, and the lifeboats returned 


CHANGED HIS MIND. 


The tug Holland then went out, but 
owing to the ebb of the tide was unable to 
approach the Oakford. The captain of the 
Holland got into touch with the stranded 
vessel by a flash lamp, using Morse. 

Captain Pellitt then signalled that he 
wished to leave the Oakford, but the 
Holland’s captain advised the crew to, 
await the return of the Brandaris at day- 
break. : : 

The crew of the Oakford, however, took 
their fate in their hands and launched their 
lifeboat. There was no further contact with 
them. 

The Holland stayed near the spot for the 
rest of the night. 

The lifeboats came out again at day- 
break. When they reached the Oakford 
they found no one on board and no trace 
of the ship’s boat. A search was made, and 
this afternoon the Brandaris found the 
bodies of nine of the men on the edge of a 
sandbank. Later the body of the tenth 
victim was found under the 8 ge boat 
of the Oakford, which was washed ashore 
on the sandbank. 

The Oakford is now making water, and 
it is feared that she will be a total loss. 

The population here and on the island of 
Texel were deeply impressed by the occur- 
rence, and much regret that the crew did 
not accept the first offer of the Brandaris 
to take them off. 


AUSTRIAN NAZIS 
DEMONSTRATE. 


BATON CHARGES MARK 
ITALIAN’S VISIT. 


From Revuter’s CORRESPONDENT. 
VIENNA, Thursday. 


Signor Suvich, Italian Under-Secretary 
for Foreign Affairs, who recently visited 
Berlin, had a two hours’ conversation with 
Dr. Dollfuss to-day, which was officially 
described as ‘‘ extraordinarily cordial.’’ 

There were, however, minor Nazi demon- 
strations when the Italian statesman 
arrived here at 8 o’clock this morning, 
three swastika balloons being sent up out- 
side the station, and cries of “ Heil, 
Hitler,” arose from spectators who lined 
the route. These caused the police to 
make several charges and to effect a 
number of arrests. 

The Viennese Nazis rested on their oars 
in the afternoon, after their demonstration 
of this morning, which was intended to 
convince Signor Suvich of the strength of 
the Nazi movement in Austria. 

Hundreds of police are stationed in the 
surrounding streets so that all the 
approaches to the hotel where Signor 
Suvich is staying are cut off. The police 
examine the credentials of all persons 
wishing to enter the area. 

All the lights in the district surround- 
ing the hotel went out this evening. The 
authorities are trying to find the culprits. 

Scores of students were arrested in Inns- 
bruck to-day as they were attempting to 
stage a demonstration in front of the 
German Consulate. The building was fly- 
ing the swastika flag on the occasion of 
the German holiday celebrating the 
foundation of the Reigh, and the students 
sang the ‘‘ Horst Wessel ” Song. 

Some rioting ensued, but police rein- 
forcements were. rushed to the spot and 
restored order. ! 


CHANCELLOR’S WARNING. 


Further Nazi demonstrations took place 
in Vienna this evening, and large crowds 
shouting “Héil, Hitler,” again attempted 
to force the police cordons round Signor 
Suvich’s hotel. Police reinforcements, 
heralded by shrieking sirens, were soon 
rushed up, and after .some difficulty 
succeeded in driving back the demon- 
strators. 

Chancellor Dollfuss announced this 
evening that the Austrian Government 
was at the end of its patience, and was 
now determined to restore order with all 
its force and without counting the cost. 
seeing that its methods of restraint had 
been misunderstood. 

Dr. Dollfuss added that German 
materials for bombing attacks had come 
over the frontier, but they still hoped the 
reasonable elements in the Nazi camn 
would at least see that the methods

DEATH OF MR. 
J. DEVLIN, M.P. 


MANY TOKENS OF 
REGRET. 


NORTHERN PREMIER'S 
TRIBUTE.

|= death of Mr. Joseph Devlin, M.P., 
which took place this morning at 
10 o’clock.in St. John’s Nursing Home, 
Crumlin road, Belfast, occasioned deep 
sorrow and regret among all sections of 
the hE: 

Leader of the Nationalist Party in the 
North, a strenuous champion of their 
rights, and an opponent oí the Northern 
Government, Mr. Devlin was universally 
respected and admired by all creeds and 
classes, and in private life there was no 
more popular figure. His interest in the 
poor—particularly the children, for whom 
he organised an anpual excursion to the 
seaside—won him many friends and sup- 
porters outside his own immediate poll- 
tical circle. 

Mr. Devlin contested the Central Divi- 
sion of Belfast at the late general elec- 
tion for the Northern Parliament, beat- 
ing his Republican opponent by a sub- 
stantial majority, although he was under 
medical care and unable to take part in 
the contest. His health for some months 
had not been good, but, despite his 
doctor’s orders, he returned to Belfast 
from London on Tuesday last to attend 
the funeral of his life-long friend and co- 
director, Mr. Vincent Devoto, D.L. Mr. 
Devlin afterwards suffered a relapse, 
and had to be removed to St. John’s 
Nursing Home. 

Mr. Devlin’s death will cause two by- 
elections—one for Tyrone and Fermanagh 
in the Imperial Parliament, and one for 


the Central. Division of Belfast in the 
Northern Parliament. i 
The remains of Mr. Devlin were 


removed this afternoon to St. Péter’s Pro- 
Cathedral, where Requiem Mass will be 
celebrated at ten o'clock on Saturday 
morning.

IE new bill to enable reductions to bé 

made in the salaries and remunera- 
tion of officers in the Free State Local 
Government services, which was intro- 
duced in the Dail last November, has now 
been circulated to deputies. —— . : 

The intention of the bill, which Js 
sponsored by the Minister for Local 
Government, Mr. Sean T. O’Kelty, is 
similar to that of the Public Services 
(Temporary Economies) Bill passed last 
year. That bill took effect for the 
financial year of 1933-34, but. the present 
bill is intended to operate from the 
calendar year of 1934. 

A distinction is drawn in this bill be- 
tween officers whose salaries are on a fixed 
basis, and those whose salaries are, OF 
have been affected by the cost of living 
bonus. 

It is recognised that officers who have 
been liable to the variations of the cost 
of living will not be required to make the 
same deductions as those whose salaries 
were not liable to such variations. 

Dispensary doctors are to receive an 
allowance of £50: before the calculations 
for deductions in these cases are made. 


PERSONS AFFECTED. 


The persons affected include county, 
secretaries, accountants, county Surveyors, 
town clerks of urban areas where their 
salaries exceed the fixed maxima; City, 
Managers, and all the higher officials of 
local authorities. Altogether it is under 
stood that several thousand officials will 
come under the bill. 

The following are the bodies affected

LIQUID RUBBER CARGO.

The largest cargo of liquid rnbber, or 
latex, which has ever crossed the sea, was 
unloaded yesterday morning at [Liverpool 
from the Blue Funnel steamer Eumaeus.

“THE GAMBLER’S THROW.” 


The following statement was issued by the 
Irish Transport and General Workers’ Union 
last night: :— 

The insolent. challenge issued by the Eng- 
lish Transport and General Workers’ Union 
yesterday morning was vigorously met by this 
union, and we are glad to be able to state 
that the response was splendid, having regard 
to the few short hours in which al! arrange- 
ments had to be made. At practically all 
depots union officials and members of the 
tramwaymen’s branch were in charge and 
insisted upon the right of our members to 
work, ie ig only did our own members make 
a hundred per cent. response, but also many 
members of the ak wee turned out, 
who were not prepared to act on the instruc- 
tions of that union, and who resented the 
calling of a strike against their fellow-workers 
without being given any opportunity of ex- 
pressing their views thereon or recording a 
vote for or against. As the day wore on the 
number reporting for duty steadily increased. 
At the two largest dépdts—Cabra and 
Terenure—almost every man reported for 
duty. 

ln many cases men who were absent on 
leave came to the dépdts and volunteered their 
services. ‘The decision to call the strike was 
soon seen to be a ‘‘gambler’s throw,” which 
failed miserably. Despite the efforts to 
cloud the atmosphere the issue was plain. The 
majority of the men have decided, and are 
standing on the side of Ireland and self- 
respecting trade unionism against foreign 
dictation. Notwithstanding. all that has 
happened, there is no reason for any 
antagonism or animosity between the members 
of this. Irish union and their fellow-workers 
in the foreign organisation. We recognise the 
difference that has manifested itself as arising 
out of an honest difference of opinion as to what 
is best for the interests of all, and we seek 
to convince, by argument and persuasion, 
rather than by condemnation and attack. Our 
cause is a just one, and we believe we are 
within sight of the complete unity of all the 
employes of the Dublin United Tramways 
Company in an Irish union of the men’s own 
choice. 

We are more than pleased with the attitude 
of the men on the first day of the abortive 
strike, and we feel the utmost confidence 
that the services will be restored to full 
strength in a very short time.

FLOODLIGHTS USED BY 
RESCUE PARTY. 


IX men are missing, with little hope of 
their being recovered alive, as the 
result of the collapse of a six-storey grain 
warehouse on the old harbour side at Hull 
yesterday. 

A number of other men were injured 
and taken to the Hull Royal Infirmary, 
and five of them were detained. One man 
had his leg amputated among the 
wreckage. n 

The names of the six men not accounted 
for are:—G. Lane, J. Davies, F. Jowitt, 
F. Carey, V. Vevison and J. E. Wilkinson. 

The collapse, which is attributed to the 
gale, occurred without warning while 
work was in full swing during the morn- 
ing. Thousands of tons of masonry fell 
like an avalanche, trapping the men, who 
were working in the warehouse. 

Workmen, men from the City En- 
gineer’s Department, and firemen worked 
feverishly to clear the site in the hope of 
releasing the buried men. 

Their efforts were considerably handi- 
capped by the large quantities of grain 
which had fallen with the débris. 

Local doctors assisted to attend to the 
injured men. ‘The débris stands 25 feet 
high. 


SEARCHING THE RUINS. 


The grim task of searching the ruins for 
the bodies of the six missing men was 
carried on with the assistance of flood- 
lights. 

None of them had been found up to an 
early hour this morning. 

A gang of sixty men from the City 
Engineer's Department was: engaged in 
this work on both sides of the débris. 

The men worked among the grain with 
saws, severing huge beams which were 
lying on top of the ruins, and other work- 
men broke up large blocks of masonry 
which were too heavy to move otherwise, 
and the grain was carried away in wheel- 
barrows. 

There was never any cessation of the 
operations, and it is proposed to continue 
the work until the bodies are recovered. 

Suction plant is to be installed to deal 
more expeditiously with the grain, which 
is piled up to a considerable height. 

A number of unemployed men went to 
the Guildhall last night and interviewed 
the Lord Mayor and: Sheriffs, offering 
their services gratuitously in the work of 
clearing away the débris and searching 
for the victims. 

The Lord Mayor and the Sheriffs visited 
the scene and were in consultation with 
the Deputy City Engineer. They came to 
the conclusion that the missing men were 
beyond human aid, and, owing to diffi- 
culties involved in employing the men, the 
offer could not be accepted. 

The warehouse was built 35 years ago. 
It was between 60 and 70 feet in height 
and was more than 100 feet in depth.

FUND. FIGHT.

WASHINGTON, Thursday. 

i tg charge that Great Britain forced 

the United States off the gold 
standard is made in the report of the 
Coinage Committe of the House of Repre- 
sentatives on the President’s Dollar De- 
valution Bill, submitted and approved to- 
day. . 
The Committee, at its meeting this 
morning, declared that the operation of 
the Exchange Equalisation Fund by Great 
Britain had been so effective in driving 
the American dollar up that the United 
States had been forced off the gold 
standard. 

It was to prevent a repetition of this 
experience, the Committee's report added, 
that America was to create a stabilisation 
fund preparatory to a return to gold 
redemption. 

The Committee terms the fund “ the 
most ingenious: instrument ever developed 
—equally effective in attack and defence. 
The reason for its establishment is to 
defend the dollar and our stocks of gold 
against an invasion of a similar fund 
operated by competitor nations. 


HASTENING STABILITY. 

“ We have a right to defend and protect 
ourselves against depreciated currencies of 
other nations, and when they realise that 
we are determined to do this, and that it 
is impossible for them to enjoy the advan- 
tages of a depreciated currency—this will 
hasten the stabilisation of all currencies 
on a permanent basis.”’ 

Giving evidence before the committee in 
secret session, Mr. John Janney, President 
of the American Society of Practical 
Economists, said that the creation of an 
American stabilisation fund was desired 
by Great Britain. He claimed from 
factual evidence that Great Britain ex- 
pected thereby to maintain and control a 
world currency by natural rather than by 
artificial methods, and predicted a cur- 
rency war that would disturb the world. 

An-amendment was made requiring the 
Secretary of the Treasury to report to 
Congress on the operations of the 
Exchange Stabilisation Fund.

STERILISATION OF 
UNFIT. 


VOLUNTARY MEASURE 
RECOMMENDED.

The British Departmental Committee on 
Sterilisation, an their report issued apes ó 
recommend. that voluntary sterilisation should 
be legalised in the case of :— 

A person who is mentally defective, or who 
has suffered from mental disorder. i 

A> persoft, who.siffers from, or is believed. 
to be a carrier of, a grave physical disability 
which has been shown to be transmissible. 

A person who is believed to be likely to 
transmit mental disorder or defect. 

The Committee further recommend that, 
before sterilisation is sanctioned in the case 
of a mental defective. care should be taken to 
test his or her fitness for community care. 

The operation of sterilisation should only 
be performed under the written anthorisation 
of the Minister uf Health, following an apph- 
cation signed by two medical practitioners, 
one of whom, if possible, should be the 
patient's family doctor, and the other a practi- 
tioner on a list approved by the Minister. No 
medical practitioner should sign a recom- 
mendation unless he has examined the patient. 
Doubtful cases should be referred to a smail 
Advisory Committee, consisting partly of 
medical practitioners and partly of genetists. 

In all cases in which a patient's capable 
of giving consent he should sign a declaration 
of willingness to be sterilised. e practi- 
tioner is not satisfied that the patient is com- 
petent to give a reasonable consent the full 
consent and wnderstanding of the parent or 
cuardian should be obtained. If the applicant 
was married he or she should be required 
to notify the spouse of the application, 

The procedure should at all stages be treated 
as confidential. i 

The Committee state that, in their opinion, 
on scientific grounds a case for sterilisation 
as a compulsory measure cannot be sustained, 
and is undesirable on administrative grounds. 

The introduction of legislation arising out 
of the repost of the Sterilisation Committee 
is to be considered by the Government.

DONEGAL, Thursday. 
HREE of the county’s deputies—Major | 
Myles, and Messrs. McFadden and 
Brady—gave evidence before the first 
sitting of the onegt SEE oe 
at Kill s to-day. ie Commission, o!, 
which Mr J. Hayden, Free State Depart- 
ment of Industry and Commerce, is secretary, 
comprises Mr. Joseph Ingram, chairman ; 
Mr. Philip O'Donoghue, barrister-at-law, and 
Mr. Arthur Hassard, M.A... They are 
inquiring ino the feasibility of establishing 
a deep sea port in the county, and also into 
the adequacy of present transport facilities 
in Donegal. ‘The statement submitted at 
to-day’s sitting by the Killybegs Harbour 
Board expressed the view that the present 
transport facilities in the county were 
totally imadequate, the deficiency having 
arisen owing to the fact that for generations 
Derry has veen recognised as a port for 
Donegal. Traffic passing wholly within 
Donegal at present has to go through 
Northern Ireland, thus involving Customs 
delays, and great inconvenience, The exist- 
ing transport facilities could be greatly 
improved by the construction of a branch 
line of the Donegal Railway from Killy- 
gordon to Convoy, a distance of about four 
miles. 

The statement favoured a deep sea port 
for the county, located at Killybegs, which, 
it was claimed, offered admirable facilities 
as a distributing centre for the whole of the 
county. 

Mr. James Dunleary, solicitor for Killy- 
begs Harbour Board, pointed out that there 
were no sandbanks at the local harbour, and 
with reasonable dredging the harbour could 
be made very deep. 


KILLYBEGS. 


Mr Bray considered Killybegs the best 
harbour on the Donegal coast. If all the coal 
imported into the county through ports out- 
side the Free State was landed at Killybegs 
and other Donegal ports, much employment 
would be given. ed : 

Replying to Mr. Ingram, witness said that 
the Harbour Commissioners visualised ships 
landing at Killybegs capable of accommodat- 
ing all the merchandise required for the 
county. . 

Mr. McFadden said that the question of 
selecting a deep sea port in Donegal should 
present no great difficulty. It would scem 
like stressing the obvious to recommend 
Killybegs. oS Ea 

Major Myles said that, in his opinion, a 
deep sea port was ridiculous to talk about in 
the circuiestances. ‘heir import trade from 
all outside countries was going down, he 
added, and it was the policy of the country 
to-day; the less imports the better. 

Asked ‘or his cpinion of the present inland 
transport facilities, witness replied that they 
were in a bit of a mess at present. ‘The 
future transport of Donegal would have to 
be a combination of railways and road traffic. 


FLOW OF TRAFFIC. 


Mr. Henry Forbes, general manager of the 
Donegal Joint Railway Committee, said that 
he considered the present traffic facilities 
adequate, so far as his area was concerned, 
coupled with the road transport services 
operating in connection with the railways. 

Chairman—You know the flow of traffic in 
the county very well. Has the traffie you 
are carrying from Sligo replaced the traffic 
formerly coming from Derry? 

Witness—Undoubtedly, it has, to a large 
extent. 

Chairman—Is it possible for Donegal 
people to obtain goods in the manner you 
suggest by through rates from Sligo and 
Dublin ’—Certainly. | 

Chairman—It would be a good deal 
cheaper than obtaining goods from Derry, 
plus the tariff ?—Witness—Yes. The position 
now is that Donegal traders are ordering 
‘direct from Dublin merchants wing to the 
tariffs. 

The witness also said -that Derry mer- 
chants had established dépéts in the Free 
State to which Dublin traffic was being sent 
for distribution throughout Donegal. 

Chairman—Why was it left to Derry mer- 
chants to come into the Free State and save 
their faces? 

Vitness—Donega] merchants never had any 
di@€ct contact with Dublin firms, and Derry 
merchants always had.

INGENIOUS FRAUD 


ALLEGED.

WATERFORD, Thursday. 

A remarkably ingenious attempt to defraud 
an English firm of turf accountatts was 
alleged at a Special Court in Waterford to- 
day, when Denis Hassey, a tailor, 68 
O'Connell street, was returned for trial by 
Mr. McCabe, D.J. i 

Hassey was charged with having endeavoured 
to obtain from Messrs. H. Littlewood and 
Co., Whitechapel, Liverpool, various sums by 
false pretences by forwarding bets on horses 
by letters purported to. have been posted 
before 11.30 a.m. on race days. 

Mr. E. A. Ryan, State Solicitor, said the 
Post Office of this country was ang used 
as a vehicle or instrument of fraud, and 
looked upon the case as of some importance 
and had gone to a tremendous amount 
of trouble in investigating the matter. 
Hassey, he said, opened an account with the 
Liverpool firm in 1931, and from that time 
until 18th June, 1933, he had numerous 
betting transactions with them. His betting 
was of rather complicated order, involving 
doubles, cross doubles, and trebles, and so 
on, so that the amount of money coming to 
him if he won would have been very sub- 
stantial. He was losing money until the 4th 
June, when he got £34 7s. This money 
was not given to him at once, because 
suspicions had been entertained in regard to 
the genuineness of his bets. On the órd of 
June Mr. McAuliffe, postmaster, Tramore, 
discovered a postal packet addressed to 
James Hassey, 2 Market street, Tra- 
more” (defendant lived there, and 

son named James). This was 
a dummy acket, consisting of a 
little prayer-book and wrapper, on which was 
written the address. Underneath the ~~ 
was an envelope showing a stamp. The 
wrapper covered an address on the envelope,

PROPOSED ROPE WORKS.

At the meeting’ of the Dublin Port and 
Docks Board yesterday, Mr. T. F. Laurie, 
Chairman, presiding, a letter was received 
from the Docks and Harbour Authorities 
Association asking the Board to-appoint repre- 
sentatives to attend the annual general meet- 
ing and luncheon in London on Iebruary 28. 

The Chairman said that he supposed the 
usual course would be adopted, and that Mr. 
Hewat would act as their representative. 

Mr. Hewat said that he was afraid not. 
“ You like London,” he said to the Chairman, 
“and I don't.” He suggested that the Chair- 
man and Vice-Chairman should represent the 
Board, and this was agreed to. 

The Lord Mayor, Alderman A. Byrne, T.D., 
referred to the presentation of certificates 
for heroic conduct to two men who had saved 
a man from drowning. He said that he 
thought some further consideration should 
be given these men, who had probably 
suffered loss, and that there ought to be a 
little fund from which men who had per- 
formed such heroic acts might be com- 
pensated for the loss of their clothes and 
other damage. The certificates with which 
they had been rewarded had been given by an 
entirely English body which received very 
small subscriptions from Ireland. 

The Chairman said that he agreed, but 
they could not touch the funds of the Board 
for such a purpose. They had een 
surcharged on previous occasions. He could 
only suggest that a box should be provided, 
into which members ‘‘out of their sweet 
charity ” would from time to time put some- 
thing for this purpose. 

Mr. McGrath said that he understood that 
wor. had been promised one of the men 
in the port, if possible. 

The Lord Mayor said that recently it was 
proposed to establish a rope works factory 
at the People’s Park, Fairview, and that 
that proposal had been' properly rejected by 
a Corporation Committee, He had pointed 
out that other sites were to be had, and 


had been questioned for information in the 


matter. He thought that. it would be well 
if the Board advertised the fact that it had 
suitable sites available. They should not 
keep these facts all to themselves. 

The Chairman said that if a person wanted 
such a site he was going to look out for it. 
Advertising day by day and week by week 
in the Press might cost a ‘lot. of money with- 
out a prospective tenant materialising. He 
suggested that the matter should be deferred 
until they had the report in connection "ith 
the Custom House Docks. The secretary had 
supplied a map of the sites available,

Mr. J. F. Power, secretary, and Mr. C. H. 
Thompson, chairman of the Bakers’ Associa- 
tion, gave evidence yesterday, and were 
cross-examined in regard to the letter. 

“I will not be Niepoted in any future 
cases to deal with disrespect in the way in 
which we have dealt with it to-day,’’ said 
Mr. O’Brien. They realised, however, that 
anything done in the way of a mistake by 
Mr. Thompson had been a genuine mistake. 

In the course of his evidence Mr, Thomp- 
son said: 

The people of Cork will not eat solid 
bread. In Dublin they are the opposite. 

Irish flour will not make the kind of bread 
the people in Cork demand. 

In Belfast bakeries the men work like 
squads of soldiers; in Cork they would not 
work like that. 

Less water to the amount of flour was used 
in Dublin than in Cork. 

Members of the Commission present yester- 
day were:—The Chairman, Messrs. D. 
Feighery, B.E.; J. P. Kennedy, M, O'Leary 
and E. J. Riordan, Mrs. M: J. McKean, 
and Senator D. L. Robinson. 

Mr. Power, in the course of his evidence 
respecting correspondence criticising a state- 
ment made by the chairman of the Commis- 
sion, admitted that he had sent a letter to 
the Press. In the letter he said that when 
it was stated at the Commission that the 
Cork Master Bakers had put their replies 
to the Commission “on the long finger ” 
it was a grossly exaggerated and untrue 
statement. The letter had stated: ‘‘ We de- 
clare the fact is that some of the largest 
bakers have prepared and submitted 
elaborate reports to the Commission, and in 
another case expensive audited statements 
were sent. Further, we have pointed out 
that Cork’s price for bread is the second 
Jowest in any city or large town in the 


> 


CORK AND LIMERICK 
PRICES. 


Mr. Power aiso admitted: having sent a 
letter to the chairman on behalf of the Cork 
Master Bakers which contained the following 
statements:—‘‘ You are reported in the 
Cork Kraminer ot the 10th inst. as having 
said: ‘There were, however, large bakeries 
yn other areas, and it applied especially to 
Cork city, where prices were higher than 
the general level throughout the country.’ 


| We respectfully submit that this is not so. 
| Cork prices are lower than any, except Lime- 


rick, where, owing to a bakery dispute, a 
price-cutting movement has developed. At 
a meeting of the Cork Master Bakers it was 
ascertained that the three largest bakeries 
had prepared and submitted statements, that 
some other smaller factories had done 
lbkewise, and it was further stated 
that some bakers had received inquiries from 
the Commission varying from the information 
required from others, and some did not 
receive any forms at all. The meeting was 
of opinion that there was no general desire to 
hinder the work of the Cummission—quite 
the contrary; but a proportion. of smalier 
bakers appear to be unable to dissect their 
costings where their businesses are involved 
with grocery, flour and meal, wine and spirit, 
and other businesses.’’ 

Mr. Power told the Commission that he 
had not written the letters himself, but they 
had been dictated to him at the meeting of 
Cork master bakers on the 10th inst. The 
majority of those at the meeting declared 
that the statement by the chairman of the 
Commission was not fair play to them, as 
they had already sent to the Commission all 
the information that had been requested.. The 
letter had been written not on behalf of the 
Association, but on behalf of a number of 
bakers in Cork brought together for the 
occasion. 

Mr. J. P. Kennedy—Deo you appreciate 
that your letter is contempt of the Com- 
mission ’—I would not say so. 

Mr. C. H. Thompson, managing director and 
chairman of F. H. Thompson, Ltd., Cork, said 
that he had some forty-two vears’ experienée 
of the baking industry. He was present at 
the meeting at which the letter that appeared 
in the Cork Examiner was drafted, e was 
partly responsible for the contents of the 
letters and for the drafting. 

Chairman—You realise, as one of those 
present at that meeting, that you put Mr. 
Power in the position of signing the letters 
containing very definite statements. I take 
it we may assume that you wish that, in so 
far there may be any reactions, they 
should not be upon Mr. Power?—Yes. He 
acts solely on our instructions, 


HELD UP AS ROBBERS. 


The witness said that the Cork bakers felt 
rather hurt at certain statements made at the 
Commission, and when they found that they 
were being held up also as robbers, almost, 
in relation to the price of bread, surely it 
was only human that they should say some- 
thing. They also considered the fact that 
their prices were not ,the highest in Ireland 
or anything like it. The prices even in the 
town in which they were sitting were 
higher a 

Chairman—That is erroneous. 
perfectly good speech. 

Witness—I am not a speech-maker. 
a business man. | 

Chairman—It is more a speech than an 
answer to the question I put to you. What 
information had you at your disposal at this 
meeting in Cork, for which you take partial 
responsibility for the issue of the letter to 
the Cork Hxaminer? 

Witness said that five members of the 
meeting stated that they had sent full state- 
ments. Others said they had not then done 
so, and some others said that they had not 
received forms to fill up. 

The Chairman asked the witness if he 
would be surprised to learn that the Tribunal 
on Prices of 1926 sought somewhat similar 
information from the bakers in Cork, and 
that they received the information after two 
months. | 

The witness said he could not tell him 

Chairman—That is so. 


CORK SECOND HIGHEST 
PRICE. 


Chairman—On what grounds do you sup- 
port the statement that the price of bread 
in Cork was second lowest in the Saorstat ? 

The witness said that he did so from an 
intimate knowledge from the prices in various 
large towns. 

Chairman—Would you question the state- 
ment that of the twelve largest cities and 
towns in the Saorstat that the Cork price 
was the second highest?—It might be, be- 
cause, there are only three ranges in prices. 

The Chairman referred the witness to the 
official list of the Statistics Branch of the 
Department of Industry and Commerce, 
showing that in 33 out of 175 towns and 
cities in the Saorstat the price of bread was 
9id. or over for the 4lb. loaf, based on the 
predominant retail price. Of the 12 largest. 
towns and cities, the price in ten of them 
was lower than the Cork price, and in one 
case the price was higher, 

Witness said that was not his information 
at all, and he had gone to great pains to 
get it. 

Chairman—You cannot come here and 
question the accuracy of figures which are 
compiled by a responsible Government De- 
partment without, at least, giving some 
reaso-t for questioning it. 

The witness stated that he himself had 
telephoned master bakers in various places. 
Chairman—You contend to be able to ques- 
tion official figures compiled after consider- 
able investigation on the basis of a few 
telephone calls to particular people, You 
cannot put your information up against 
official. information. 


HOPELESSLY DECEIVED. 


The Chairman, having again referred to 
the official statistics as showing the Cork 
price in mid-November last and the statement

Witaess—l thought your statement of facts 
might be wrong. 

ntinuing his evidence, Mr. Thompson 
said that a number of bakers in Cork were 
working at a loss. In reply to the Chairman, 
he said he would not be surprised to hear 
that a Munster baker was losing £22 a week. 
They .had a price war in Cork, during which 
they all lost heavily. Bakeries were closed 
in Belfast, during a bread war there, in which 
bread was sold at less than the cost of the 
flour in it. 

Mr. O’Leary—Does it not, show that there 
must be a great profit on bread when bakers 
can afford the luxury of a bread war? 

Speaking of the letter from the Munster 
bakers, Senator Robinson asked Mr. Thomp- 
son if he agreed that they had published a 
statement in the Press which might have been 
better expressed in less exaggerated language. 

Mr. Thompson answered “ Yes.”’ 

Senator Robinson—You realise the full legal 
significance of using language lke '' grossly 
exaggerated ’’ in a statement to the Press? 

Mr. Thompson—I did not until now, when 
[ see I am wrong.  ' 

Mr. Thompson said, “ The people in Cork 
will not eat solid bread. People in Dublin 
are the opposite: they want solid bread.’ 
According to Jaw, plain bread consisted of 
flour, yeast, salt and water. Fancy bread 
contained one or more. ingredients of eggs, 
butter, malt extract, fruit, etc. 


MASS PRODUCTION. 


The witness went on to speak of the dis- 
advantages of grouping the returns of big 
baking companies and one-man bakeries. 

The Chairman—Mass production is more 
expensive in Cork’? 

Witness —lt 1s Not mass production. 

The Chairman—The bigger you get the 


Witness—That is a reductio ad absurdum. 
The big firm, he went oD to say, could make 
bread more cheaply. They did not attempt 
to sell it more cheaply, — 

Mrs. McKean asked witness the difference 
between the No. 1 and No. 2 bread mentioned 
by him. 
“He replied that it was in the flour. Up to 
recently they had been able to get a very 
high class of flour. Now they could not. 
Irish flour would not make the kind of bread 
the people in Cork wanted, Witness added 
that an Irish flour was now to be produced 
which might meet the demand of the public. 

Giving evidence as to costs of pro- 
duction, Mr. Thompsom said that in 
Belfast a lot of work was done by 
labourers working like squads of soldiers at 
high pressure. ‘The Cork man would not 
work at high pressure. , They got no con- 
cession for new machinery, as the men worked 
by the piece. 

In reply to Mr. Feighery, he said that 
96s. per week was paid to second-class men, 
to 4s. more to first-class men. Be- 
fore the war the bakers’ wages were 32s.

per week, and there was then a bigger turn- 
wver per man. The men did a good day’s 
work now. They had no quarrel with the 
services rendered by their employés. In Bel- 
fast b#keries the plant was more up-to-date 
than in Cork. Belfast bakeries could take 
advantage of such plant; in Cork they could 
not. 

Mr. O'Leary—What do you mean by that? 

Witness—In Belfast the men work up to 
une output of the plant. In Cork the plant 
would be worked down to the men. 


WORK IN BELFAST. 


To Mr. Feighery—The men worked satis- 
factorily in Cork. A lot of work done by 
labourers in Belfast was done by bakers in 
Cork. He would not be surprised if the 
Belfast loaf was substantially better than the 
Cork loaf, because they were getting better 
flour in Belfast. 

Mr. ©’Leary—Did I understand you to say 
that they are getting better flour in Bel- 
fast? 

Witness—No. I said they ought to be. 
The British patent flour is better than that 
made in Ireland. 

Proceeding, Mr. Thompson said 80 per cent. 
of the bread sold in Cork was second yd 
The price was 8d, per 4lb. loaf and 74d. on 
the following morning. ‘The last change in 
price was an increase of $d. in July last. 

Witness complained of the expense of 
having to travel to Dublin for various Govern- 
ment commissions, and said it might have 
been better had the Commission come to 
Cork and taken its evidence at first hand. 

The chairman said the Cork bakers had 
the same opportunity as those in other places 
of dealing with the Commission. The re- 
turns received from Cork would not justify 
the Commission in going there. 

The chairman asked witness if his firm 
were making a profit on bread at a certain 
price and his competitors were not, would 
he be prepared to raise his price so that his 
competitors could work at a profit. 

Witness—Certainly. 

To the chairman, witness said less water 
to the amount of flour was used in Dublin, 
where the people like a solid loaf. The out- 
put per sack was greater in Cork than in 
Oublin. 

The Chairman—That counteracts to some 
extent the higher cost of production. 

Witness said the consumption of bread was 
going down in Cork. An increased quantity 
of bread was being baked at home, he 
assumed 


INTITLED TO RESPECT. 


At the close of Mr. Thompson's evidence, 
the chairman said he would like to emphasise 
the fact that that Commission was entitled 
to the same respect as the High Court of 
It was with a very full sense of 
that title and responsibility that he made a 
deliberate statement at the previous meeting 
of that Commission. That statement was 
questioned, characterised as grossly exag- 
gerated and untrue, and, in faet, that Com- 
mission was treated with contempt. In 
order to establish very clearly the position 
st the Commission, and at the same time to 
give full opportunity for examination of the 
allegations made, that public session was held 
that day. There was no reliable evidence 
brought forward in support of the criticism 
made of the previous session. Apart frorm 
whatever notice the Commission might de- 
cide to take, he felt that it was not out of 
place now to say that they recognised that 
commissions of that kind were new, and, 
possibly, people did not generally understand 
their status and the respect they were 
entitled to. He certainly would not be dis- 
posed in any future cases to deal with dis- 
respect of the Commission in the way in 
which they had dealt with it that day. He 
was glad in a sense that it had occurred, 
because it had been the cause of makin 
known some of the difficulties. He repeat 
that some of the bigger bakeries in the 
country that had not yet come along with 
the information required by the Commission 
would be well advised to do so if they wanted 
their considered views, their experience, their 
profits or losses to be taken into account 
when the Commission decided on any course 
of action regarding the price of bread. 

Mr. Thompson expressed regret if any- 
thing he had said had been construed into 
contempt of court. When the letter was 
written there was no such intention in his 
mind. 

The chairman said it was a matter for 
his committee and himself in Cork to con- 
sider what farther step they should take in 
dealing with the matter. He thought the 
Commission was entitled to some published 
withdrawal, and they left the matter with 
Mr. Thompson in the first instance. They 
realised that he had been a very frank wit- 
ness, and anything he had done in the way 
of a mistake had been a genuine mistake. 

The session then concluded.

EFORE Mr. Little in the District Court 
4 yesterday, the hearing was resumed of | 
the case against Messrs. Doyles 
Motors, Limited, Dublin, of summonses 
alleging imaccurate representation of the un- 
laden weight of motor vehicles, as a con- 
sequence of which these vehicles were taxed 
at a lesser rate than they should have legally 
paid to the Road Fund. The other persons 
summoned with Messrs. Doyles Motors, 
Limited, were Andrew Joseph Doyle, com- 
pany director, Wynnefield Park, Rathmines; 
John Orford, 18 Nottingham street; William 
B. Daly, Grange Lodge, Raheny; Desmond 
J. Magill, Willowbank, Dundrum; Gerald 
Mayne, Glenart avenue, Blackrock ; and Wil- 
liam A. Layng, Willowbank, Dundrum. 

Mr. J. A. MeCarthy, K.C., and Mr. Mar- 
tin Connolly (instructed by Mr. D. O’Dono- 
van, of the Chief State Solicitor’s Office) 
prosecuted, 

Mr. G. Gavan Duffy, K.C., and Mr. Ml. 
Binchy, K.C. (instructed by Messrs. Little, 
O hUadhaigh and Proud) appeared for all the 
defendants, except Mr. Layng, for whom 
Mr. Binchy appeared separately. 

Ignatius Callinder, Corporation weigh 
clerk, Eden Quay, continuing his evidence, 
said that sometimes motor vehicles weighed 
for Messrs. Doyles Motors, Limited, were re- 
weighed within a day or twe, and if still 
overweight were weighed a third time. On 
29th February, 1932, a covered Chevrolet 
lorry was weighed for the firm and registered 
1 ton, 2 qrs., i4lb. On 2nd March, 1932, 
the vehicle weighed 14lb. less, and witness 
did not notice any alteration in it. Witness 
said he had checked the results of ‘ part 
weighing "’ of motor vehicles—weighing the 
front and back axle separately—and found 
them correct. 

In cross-examination by Mr, Binchy, wit- 
ness said that ‘‘ part-weighing’’’ had some- 
times to be carried on at Eden Quay. The 
longest type of vehicle that could be weighed 
there in one operation was one with 19}ft. 
wheelbase. 

TO PAY £33 ARREARS. 

Thomas Cassidy, transport officer of the 
E.S.B., stated that on 21st October, 1930. the 
Board ordered a Chevrolet truck from 
Messrs. Doyles Motors. The invoice stated’ 
that £6 was included for road tax paid on 
the truck to the end of the year. A form 
sent for signature in regard to registration 
set out the weight of the truck as 1 ton, 
19 cwt., 2 qrs. As far as he knew, no 
weight certificate was submitted to the 
Board. When the vehicle was re-weighed in 
June, 1952, the certificate set out the weight 
at 2 tons, 5 cwts., 3 ars. The Board had 
to pay £33 in arrears to the local taxation 
authorities on the new basis for a lorry over 

tons. 

He understood that legal proceedings by 
the Board were pending against Messrs.

'ILEIX SWORN INQUIRY.

CHARGES AGAINST BOARD 


OF HEALTH MEMBERS, 
From Our Corresponpent. 
PORT LAOIGHISE, Thursday. 


The sworn inquiry into the affairs of Leix 
Board of Health was resumed by Mr. J. P. 
Geraghty, L.G.D. Inspector, at Abbeyleix to- 
day. 

John Dooley, Mountrath, mason, engaged 
on Mountrath housing scheme, stated that 
he and other workers were left for three 
weeks without wages. He was now owed a 
week's wages. 

Mr. Nash, solicitor for the Secretary of the 
Health Board and staif, said that it was not 
disputed that wages were due to some work- 
men. The reason for the delay was that it 
was impossible for a secretarial staff of four 
or five to reach on the payment of workmen’s 
wages every week. 

Mr, J. F. Gill, representing the Irish Trans- 
port and General Workers’ Union, said that 
when Mountrath scheme began it was 
arranged that the workmen would be paid 
weekly by the Secretary from petty cash. 
Complaints were made repeatedly by work- 
men of delay in the payment of their wages. 
At one period the workmen threatened to 
cease work, and he asked them to remain 
at work until he saw the secretary, who 
informed him that the work was too much for 
him, and that, in reality, it was not his job, 


and that he would ask the Board to make 


other arrangements, 


BOARD MEMBER 
APPOINTED. 


The Inspector said that on November 28th 
last the Board of Health had before it eight 
applications for the position of clerk of works 
in connection with the erection of the fever 
hospital at Abbeyleix. The Board appointed 
David O'Connor, who was then a member of 
the Board. 

Miss O'Gorman (acting secretary) said that 
Mr. O'Connor resigned from the Board on 
2nd ult. He was absent from the meeting at 
which the appointment was made. <A com- 
munication was received from the Ministry of 
local Government to the effect that Mr. 
O'Connor, being a member of the Board, was 
debarred from employment under it, and the 
position was readvertised. 

The Iuspector next referred to the appoint- 
ment by the Board of Patrick Dormer 
as an assistant to the County Surveyor, 
although it had decided that none of the 
applicants for that position fulfilled the terms 
of the advertisement. 

The Inspector then took further evidence 
regarding allegations made against John 
Cummins, a member of the Board, to the 
effect that he received a sum of £3 10s. from 
James Moore to pay off arrears on the cottage 
of his son, Jeremiah Cummins, and that he 
promised to have Moore appointed tenant of 
the cottage. 

Johu Delaney, rent collector, stated that 
the arrears referred to had not yet been paid, 

Delaney, cross-examined by Mr, Rolleston 
for John Cummins, admitted having written 
the statement which had been attributed to 
Moore. Witness wrote the statement at his 
own home, and on the 9th, accompanied by 
Thomas Delaney, las brother, he visited 
Moore’s home, read the statement over to him, 
He felt he was doing a 
public duty by being a party to this trans- 
action, He wanted to collect Cummins s 
arrears and to ascertain exactly what money 
Moore gave to Cummins. 

Mr. Rolleston—Moore did not give you a 
single word of that statement? 

Witness—No. 

Thomas Delaney, replying to Mr. Duigan, 
solicitor for Mr. 1. Tynan, ex-Chairman of 
the Health Board, said he witnessed Moore's 
signature to the statement. 

James Moore, recalled, stated that he gave 
John Cummins the amount stated and was 
appointed tenant of the cottage. John 
Cummins requested witness not to let John 
Delaney know about the money. On last 
Saturday John Cummins came to witness's 
cottage and left a sum of £3 10s. on the 
window, remarking that he had heard. the 
witness was going to go against him at the 
inquiry, 

Cross-examined hy Mr. Rolleston, witness 
said; he volunteered to give the money to 
Cummins. Cummins offered some of the money 
back to witness. : 

Inspector— You gave Cummins 
simply and solely to buy his vote? 

Witness—Well, I suppose you could put it 
that way 

John Cummins stated that Moore pressed 
on him £3 10s., which he neither requested 
nor wanted, both before and after the cottage 
was allotted. He handed the money back 
to Moore, who refused it, and on Saturday 
last he left the money on Moore’s window- 
sill. No accusation had ever been made 
against him during his public life.

Stock Exchange traders adopted a hesitant 
attitude to-day, with speculative interest con- 
stantly changing. Irregularity was again In 
evidence, the market presented a mixed 
appearance at the close, The turnover 
amounted to 2,150,000 shares. 

The opening was irregular. Some . in- 
decision was still apparent during the morn- 
ing, but the market was inclined to 
strengthen, with Motors and affiliated issues 
outstanding. Advances of fractions to one 
point were recorded by numerous leading In- 
dustrial, Rail, Utility, Mining, Rubber and 
Motor shares. 

The undertone was steady in the early 
afternoon. The Copper group responded to 
the advance in the commodity, while a large 
number of the pivotal issues were given sup- 
port, 

In the late dealings the movements of 
prices again became indecisive, and the 
market closed irregular. 

The Government's monetary plans and the 
gyrations of the dollar were the centre of 
discussion on Wall street to-day. Despite 
rumours of an understanding having been 
reached between London and Washiagton re- 
garding the sterling-dollar exchange, some 
quarters believe that the seemingly huge Ex- 
change Stabilisation Fund of 2000,000,000 
dollars (£400,000,000) might not be sufficient 
to control the dollar rates if the leading 
European countries do not decide to co- 
operate.,. 

Various bankers ascribed the strength of 
the dollar to European buying of American 
stocks and honds, but brokerage houses re- 
ported that purchases from that quarter had 
tapered off during the past few days.

CHICAGO MARKETS. 


CHICAGO, Thursday. 

The weakness of the sterling exchange, a slow 
foreign demand and moderate realising induced 
an early selling movement on the Grain market. 
Thereafter prices rallied partially on small buying 
orders. which were sufficient to a@vance prices, 
and the undertone became firm. The general 
belief that Washington is endeavouring to raise 
commodity prices also stimulated sentiment, while 
the steadiness of cash markets and the generally 
unfavourable character of crop advices resulted in 
an absence of selling pressure.

HUMANE METHOD 
ADVOCATED. . 


A PROFESSIONAL 
VIEW. 


Mae en evidence on the Slaughter of 


Animals Bill. was given yesterdcy be- 

fore the .Free State Senate Select 
Committee, which was presided over by 
Senator M. F. O'Hanlon. s 

Mr. Denis Barrett, late Assistant. Commis- 
sioner in the Dublin Metropolitan Police, 
and Chairman of the 8.P.C.A., South 
Dublin, was the first witness to be examined. 
He said that he ay approves of the 
humane killer, and, in his opinion, it should 
not be confined to slaughter-houses. and 
knackers’ yards, but should be available at 
race meetings of every kind, Horses were 
frequently so badly injured that they had to 
be Seutenved, and at a recent meeting he was 
called upon to destroy a racehorse which 
had broken its back. To do this he had to 
use a high-power rifle, and serious injury 
might have bien caused to bystanders if the 
bullet had ricochetted. He suggested that 
the section prohibiting persons of under 16 
from attending slaughter-houses might be 
modified. He was by no means in favour of 
their watching the animal being killed, but 
he thought that in certain cases it might 
cause hardship if they were not allowed to 
help afterwards. 

Mr. Counihan asked if the poleaxe for 
cattle and sticking for sheep and pigs, were 
not quite as merciful as the use of the 
humane-killer ? i 

Mr. Barrett said that he did not agree. 
In reply to a further guestion, he said that 
he had no objection to young persons being 
employed in slaughter-houses, but they 
should not be present while the Killing was 
taking place. e thought, however, that no 
boy should have anything to do with the 
dead meat trade until he was 18. He was 
in favour of the humane-killer being used in 
the case of every animal slaughtered for sale, 
but not for private consumption. He. under- 
stood that pigs were not included in the bill, 
and he thought they should be. 


A NORTHERN WITNESS. 


The next witness was Mr. Alexander 
McLean, M.,R.C.V.S., City Veterinarian, Bel- 
fast. He described the workings of the 
Slaughter of Animals Bill (1952) in Northern 
Ireland: Mechanical killing, he said, had 
proved quite as satisfactory as the old 
methods and did not slow down the work 
when the men had become accustomed to: it, - It 
certainly lessened the suffering of the animals, 
and reduced the element of mistake to the 
lowest possible point. Half a million animals 
had been killed by this means in Belfast, 
and he had no hesitation in saying that the 
slaughtermen would not like a return to 
former methods. He thought that the Free 
State bill might well be extended to sheep. 
They had been using electrical methods in 
Northern Ireland for smaller animals, and he 
thought it was a very good way of killing 
them. The cost of the machines, however, 
was high. 

At the conclusion of Mr. McLean’s evidence, 
the Chairman said he was the first represen- 
tative of Northern Ireland to give evidence 
before a committee of either House of the 
Oireachtas. They were very grateful to him 
for his information. and to the Town Clerk of 
Belfast for allowing him to be present. 

Deputy Commissioner Coogan said that the 
Civic Guards would co-operate whole-heartedly 
with other organisations interested in the 
proper administration of the bill. He did 
not think it would involve a great deal of 
extra work for the Guards. 

Senator Quirke—Supposing the humane- 
killer were universally adopted, would it be 
a good thing to have these lethal weapons dis- 
tributed indiscriminately through the coun- 
try? 

(ommissioner Coogan—I would prefer them 
to be restricted to owners of slaughter-houses. 
Certainly, I think that some police supervision 
would be necessary. 

The Committee adjourned until Thursday 
next at 2 p.m.

R. P. BELTON, T.D., presided yester- 
M day afternoon at a conference, held 
at the Mansion House, Dublin, of 
representatives of County Committees of 
Agriculture throughout the Free State to urge 
on the Government the justice of conferring 
upon stall-feeders the quotas in connection 
with the export of cattle instead of upon the 
buyers, who receive them at present. 

The Chairman said that he noticed that the 
Minister for Agriculture had thrown a sop to 
farmers who feed twenty head of cattle and 
upwards. They had shown the Minister that 
neither himself nor his Government, nor any 
Government, was omnipotent in this country. 
Agriculture was the mainstay of the country, 
and it had to be put on a paying basis. : 

The delegates bhéaid give strong expression 
at that conference as to the position in the 
country, and the effect that the quota vonld 
have on tillage in the coming year. The 
farmers were in the firing line, and they should 
let the country know how they were faring 
under the present system. 


‘BEEF TRADE’S FUNERAL.” 

Mr. James Kennedy, Newtown Kennedy, 
Rathcoole, a delegate, said that all must 
agree that there never was a more serious crisis 
in Irish agriculture than that obtaining at 
present. They were in the position of feeding 
and sending their cattle to Dublin, and had 
to sell them regardless of prices, no matter 
what the prices were. The cattle market that 
day might be described as ‘‘ the funeral of 
the beef trade,’’ and not half the cattle were 
sold, even under such conditions. They could 
not go on much longer as things stood at 
present. They were now in the position that 


a few buyers were reaping the benefits of the. 


farmers’ labour. They bought at 21s. or 22s. 
a cwt., and sold it in Birkenhead at 43s. a 
cwt, or more, 

The Government’s proposal of giving a pro- 
portion of the quota to the feeders would be 
but a very small benefit. A farmer feeding 
forty head of cattle would get a quota of 
four cattle. He did not see what use that 
would be to them. 

Ministers did not realise what it would 
cost to keep cattle in the stalls from now 
till the 15th February. They seemed to 
think that it would cost the farmer nothing. 
As a fact, it would cost a farmer from 10s. 
to £1 a week to stall-feed a cow. By the 
time the new order came into operation the 
demand for cattle would have diminished, 


THE WHOLE QUOTA. 

The Duke de Stacpoole, Co. Meath, en- 
dorsed Mr. Kennedy’s criticisms. If they 
were obliged to feed their cattle for another 
month, they should get the quota as from 
ist February, and they should get the whole 
of the quota. . 
from England should get none of it. The 
feeder was entitled to the whole. They 
should press the Government on that point, 

One of the biggest stall-feeders that he 
knew, a Mr. Cosgrove, had applied for a 
quota of his 800 stall-fed cattle, but he re- 
ceived a quota of about two cows, 

Mr. John Evans, Co. Wicklow, spoke of 
the bad state of affairs in the county; and 
Mr. O’Carroll described the state of affairs 
in Co. Galway as precarious. 


FEEDERS’ ONLY HOPE. 

The Chairman called the delegates’ atten- 
tion to a statement, which he said had been 
made at a. recent meeting of the General 
Council of County Councils in Dublin, to the 
effect that farmers and farming in the 
country were never so well off as they were 
at present. He asked if that assertion was a 
true statement, 

Mr. O'Carroll said that it was not. 

A Kildare delegate said that the getting 
back of the English market was the only 
hope for the country, i 

Mr. R. Blake said he had got in touch with 
five dealers the day before—five Irishmen, 
“with no foreign blood in their veins ’’—and 
they distinctly told him that the farmers 
were being robbed to the extent of £5 per 
head under the present system of quotas. 

He knew of one dealer in the trade who 
used tq ship from three to six hundred cattle 
per week before de Valera started the so- 
called economic war, but who only shipped 
ten cattle this week. The quota should be 
placed in the hands of the feeders, not to 
the extent of 50 per cent., but to the extent 
of 100 per cent. They should also demand 
that they should get back their markets, Mr. 
de Valera had got no mendate to continue 
the economic war, but to settle it. 


A DIFFERENT VIEW. 

Mr. J. P. Bowles, Offaly, said that it 
would be impossible now to get back our 
markets—it would be going backwards instead 
of forwards to attempt to do so. When the 
larmers had good prices for their cattle they 
had also the emigrant ships. He did not 
want it to go forth to the English Press that 
Irishmen were calling out for their markets. 

A resolution was unanimously carried re- 
questing the Minister for Agriculture to 
grant 100 per cent. of the quotas to all 
feeders, large or small, as from 1st February, 
and intimating to him that representatives 
of the feeders are available for consultation 
if required. 

It was further agreed that a deputation, 
consisting of the Chairman and Messrs. R. 
Wallace (Ofialy) and Mr. Kennedy should 
present the resolution to the Minister. 

The conference adjourned for a week, when 
reports as to the attitude of the Government 
would be considered.

ACCIDENTS.

INCREASE IN, NUMBER 
KILLED. 


A statement issued by the Home Office 
last night shows that the total number of 
recorded road accidents in Great Britain 
resulting in death or personal 
during 1933 was 191,829, of which 6,924 
were fatal accidents. 

The corresponding figures for 1932 were 
184,006 and 6,487 respectively, showing an 
increase of 7,823, or 4.3 per cent., in the 
total number of such accidents, and an 
increase of 437, or 6.7 per cent., in the 
number of fatal accidents. 

The figures for England and Wales show 
rather larger increases, there being a 
decrease in the number of recorded acci- 
dents and of fatal accidents in Scotland. 
Accidents in England and Wales numbered 
175,755, an increase of 8,033, and fatal 
accidents 6,248, an increase of 448. 

Among English cities and _ boroughs, 
Birmingham again had the highest total 
of killed and injured—namely, 6,273, an 
increase of 223 over the previous years 
Liverpool, Manchester and Leeds also 
showed increases.
